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Editorial 





NEED URGENT 

Close attention will be paid by 
garden center operators to the prog- 
ress made in the formation of the 
newly planned garden center organ- 
ization discussed at the recent con- 
vention of the American Association 
of Nurserymen at Miami Beach. The 
formation of a group of this type 
is overdue and is much needed in the 
trade. 

There is urgent need for exchange 
of information, as many of the gar- 
den center operators are relatively 
new in this industry. If nurserymen 
who have entered the garden center 
phase of the business to sell a com- 
plete line of garden supplies, in ad- 
dition to nursery stock, can keep up 
to date on the best ways of doing 
business, there is no reason why they 
should not do the bulk of the selling 
of garden supply items in their com- 
munities. Nurserymen should capi- 
talize on the fact that they know 
how to grow plants and can recom- 
mend supply items with authority. 
The selling of plants should remain 
the primary part of the garden cen- 
ter operator's business, for the cus- 
tomer will buy supplies to maintain 
his plants after he has purchased 
them from the nurseryman. 

If the garden center operator is 
to be successful, he needs to know 
the various ways in which to keep 
the customers coming back to his 
establishment. It is unprofitable for 
the nurseryman to make an initial 
sale and give advice, if the home- 
owner then buys his additional sup- 
plies from a convenient hardware 
store—or, conversely, if the customer 
buys from the hardware or chain 
store and then telephones or comes 
to the nurseryman for advice. 

Methods of attracting traffic, hold- 
ing customers, encouraging repeat 
sales and building attractive displavs 
are only a few of the problems which 
can be discussed in such an organi- 
zation. Many nurserymen who 
have built garden stores have only 
scratched the surface in obtaining 





business, and much of the supply 
trade is going elsewhere. 

It is hoped that the A. A. N. com- 
mittee appointed to formulate the 
plans for a garden center group will 
move swiftly but soundly, so that 
the nursery industry can profit from 
the valuable information which such 
an organization can produce. 





PLANT PICTURES 


In spite of the trail blazed by the 
introducers of new roses, few whole- 
sale growers of new items of nurs- 
ery stock take advantage of the pro- 
motional acceleration which may be 
provided by pictures. It is amazing 
that a wholesale nurseryman, o1 
group of nurserymen, will invest a 
large sum of money in propagating 
and planting a new variety of shrub 
or tree and still not think about 
spending a few dollars in order to 
obtain a good photograph of the 
novelty. Yet such is the case, and 
contemporary instances can be cited. 

Not only do catalog firms seek pic- 
tures of new items of stock which 
they may feature, but garden shop 
properietors and retail nurserymen 
find pictures of their headline items 
a great promoter of sales. This dou- 
ble market should make wholesale 
growers think the more about ob- 
taining a photograph, and possibly 
electrotypes and circulars in color, 
as soon as the new item is put on 
the market. This calls for growing 
a couple of shrubs and trees from 
the earliest propagated material, in 
surroundings that are photogenic. 
either in the nursery or in the own- 
er’s or a customer’s garden. The pro- 
curement of good plant pictures 
must be planned, not left to chance. 

Evidence of the effectiveness in 
sales promotion of pictures in color 
is fully attested by the efforts of the 
rose introducers along this line, as 
every retail nurseryman knows. That 
the same procedure can be applied 
to other shrubs and to trees is testi- 
fied by Kimball Andrews, who says 
that the wall posters and circulars 
in color supplied to retail nursery- 
men helped to make the Almey crab 
apple one of the most popular vari- 
eties in the shortest time of any 
of the species to his knowledge. The 
new honey locusts furnish other ex- 
amples, and still more could be 
named. But too few of the introduc- 
ers of new plants are awake to the 
desirability of supplying pictures of 
their introductions when they are 
first put on the market.

TRADE SURVEY 

The recently released nursery crop 
report from five sample states across 
the country, compiled by the federal 
government, besides presenting th 
data which was the purpose of th 
report, indicates some aspects of the 
trade picture which have been sur. 
mised before. Wholesale growers 
generally are largest in number in 
those states which are largest in pop. 
ulation and which use the largest 
quantities of nursery stock. In states 
of sparse population retailers grow 
the nursery stock and probably sell 
some of it at wholesale to their 
neighbors in the trade. 

While the major proportion of the 
trade’s stock is grown by units of 
large size, smaller units are exceed- 
ingly numerous. Probably this ap. 
plies more to the retail field than 
to the wholesale. Certainly it does 
to those retailers of nursery stock 
who do not produce any of that 
which they sell. 

Regardless of the superior service 
which, perhaps, the larger landscape 
and other retail firms may give to 
their clients, there are not enough 
such firms to meet the demands of 
the gardening public, especially in 
this era of home building. Hence 
many small firms have assumed a 
large share of the business, in com- 
bined bulk, and 1-man maintenance 
outfits have turned to planting on 
the request of their clients. 

No doubt many of these small 
firms will grow into large ones, as 
gardening seems likely to continue 
on the increase in this country, as- 
suring a high level of demand in 
the future. It is to the advantage 
of the industry that the 1-man and 
other small firms cast their eyes up- 
wards and see opportunities for 
growth and expansion. The future 
growth of the industry in this coun- 
try depends not alone upon the pub- 
lic demand, but also upon the abil- 
ity and the willingness of those in 
this field to foster and cater to such 
demand.

Extension Specialist Tours Garden Centers, Universities and Research Stations 


August 21, the writer and his wife 
departed from Pennsylvania State 
University, University Park, Pa., to 
begin an extensive tour of outstand- 
ing experimental stations, universi- 
ties and garden centers in the mid- 
west, far west, southwest and south 
central sections of the United States. 
Observations will be recounted as 
they occur, and it is hoped that the 
reader will obtain some information 
which will benefit him in the indus- 
try which he represents. 

It is likewise hoped that the read- 
er will sometime have an opportu- 
nity to follow through on a similar 
routine. 

Just 12 miles west of University 
Park is one of the most attractive 
views to be seen anywhere in Penn- 
sylvania. On a clear day one can 
see, from famous Skytop, some 75 
miles of the rolling hills, mountains 
and valleys for which Pennsylvania 
is renowned. Continuing through 
the outskirts of Altoona, famous 
Pennsylvania railroad center, we ob- 
served the newly planted Altoona 
Veterans’ hospital grounds. In spite 
of the excessively dry weather, the 
lawn and shrubs were in thrifty con- 
dition no doubt due to the excel- 
lent care provided by the superin- 
tendent in charge. 

Proceeding over Cresson mountain 
and on to Indiana, Pa., we passed 
the newly established Pike’s Peak 
Nursery Division of the Clearfield 
Bituminous Coal Co. This new nurs- 
ery site contains many types of ever- 
greens and deciduous plants used by 
the coal company for reforestation 
purposes as well as for its regula 
wholesale trade.

Entering Indiana, Pa., one must 
detour past extensive Musser For- 
ests, Inc. This nursery is known na- 
tionally for its sales of 20,000,000 
or more trees annually. Along the 
highway one can see a 40-acre man- 
made lake, a large office building, 
storage sheds, propagating houses, a 
packing shed and miscellaneous 


buildings. Many millions of trees 
have been sold, not only as forest 
tree seedlings but for holiday tree 


sale. 

Continuing west. we 
through the industrial cities of Kit- 
tanning and Butler. Numerous small 
roadside stands specializing in fruits, 
vegetables, potted plants and _pot- 
tery attracted the eye of the travel- 
er. Fields of buckwheat in bioom 
contrasted with the deep green of 
the corn and pasture fields. As we 
left Butler at the junction of Routes 
68 and 422, the spacious grounds of

Eight miles from the city 
are located the famous Eisler 
den Shop and display grounds, lo- 
cated 110 feet back from the main 
highway. To the east of the garden 
shop is an attractive restaurant spe- 
cializing in meals to tempt the ap- 
petite of the hungry traveler. Far- 
ther to the east is a gasoline station. 
These enterprises are owned and op- 
erated by John M. Eisler, one of the 
leading nurserymen of eastern 
United States. Mr. Eisler operates 
nurseries of over 300 acres and spe- 
cializes in many of the types of 
plants which are used for the civic 
improvement of Pittsburgh and

many other municipalities in Penn- 
sylvania and nearby states. 

Near the garden shop, a little to 
the west, is a newly constructed lake 
designed for use as fire protection, 
irrigation and emergency water sup- 
ply. This lake adds immeasurably to 
the surrounding countryside. A re- 
volving irrigation system is located 
at the rear of the caretaker’s home 
After a survey of the extensive ac- 
tivities of the garden shop, with its 
well-informed personnel in charge, 
we participated in a bounteous buf- 
fet dinner provided through the 
courtesy of Mr. Eisler. 

As the sun sank below the hori- 
zon, we journeyed north on Route 19 
to Mercer, where we stayed over- 
night at the historically famous Ho- 
tel Humes. This travelers’ rest, lo- 
cated on the square at Mercer, con- 
tains a room in which General La- 
Fayette once slept. After a restful 
sleep and a hearty breakfast we pro- 
ceeded toward Youngstown, O. 

Secrest Arboretum 

A preponderance of Hydrangea 
Peegee could be found in many front 
yards, together with the ever-prev- 
alent old-fashioned Van Houtte spi- 
raea. The Canfield park system, with 
its stately elms, was a sight to be- 
hold. We stopped for lunch at a 
Howard Johnson restaurant neat 
Wooster, O., and shortly after noon 
we arrived at the Ohio agricultural 
experiment station, Wooster, O. This 
is the site of the well-known Secrest 
Arboretum. 

In May, 1950, the forest and or- 
namental plantings at the experi- 
ment station were dedicated in mem- 
ory of Edmund Secrest, the father of 
forestry in Ohio. There are over 
600 species and varieties of trees 
and shrubs from many parts of the 
world. One of the purposes of the 
arboretum is to determine the va- 


rieties and species of trees adapted 
not only for ornamental but wind- 
break and shelterbelt uses in Ohio. 
Nurserymen, landscape architects, 
professional gardeners, foresters, gar- 
den club members and all others in- 
terested in plant materials can ob- 
tain a wealth of information at this 
beautiful site. Studies are being con- 
ducted on the best uses which can be 
made of the plants. Many varieties 
of the taxus family can be found 
in this arboretum. Juniper varieties, 
flowering crab apple 
and ornamental trees (deciduous 
and evergreen) abound over the roll- 
ing hillside. An interesting special 
circular 91 (November, 1953 
“Finding List and Guide to the Se- 
crest Arboretum,” has been prepared 
by Dr. O. D. Diller. chairman, de- 
partment of forestry, and H. R. 
Muckley. foreman of the Secrest Ar- 
boretum. This arboretum is a must 
in the itinerary of persons interested 
in the species and varieties of trees 
and their general adaptation.

These 
tings had produced luxuriant growth 
to a height of 15 to 18 inches. Most 
of the containers are kept at 6-inch 
distances. These containers of small 
shrubs can be marketed for 
consumption and fall planting at 
from 90 to 95 cents upward each 
This offers a real possibility for the 
enterprising nurseryman and garden 
center operator.

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Advertising Topic at Kansas Meeting 


One of the most outstanding meet- 
ings of the Kansas Association of 
Nurserymen was held at Topeka on 
[Thursday and Friday, September 
5 and 6, when the Kansas nursery- 
men were guests of the Skinner 
Nursery. New officers of the associa- 
tion were elected as follows: Presi- 
dent, Howard Doman, Willis Nurs- 
ery Co., Ottawa; vice-president, G. 
M. Sheppard, Williams & Harvey, 
Kansas City, and, re-elected, secre- 
tary-treasurer, Dr. Ray A. Keen, 
Kansas State College, Manhattan. 
Guy Matthews, Manhattan, is the 
newly elected member of the execu- 
tive committee. 

The convention opened Thursday 
afternoon with conducted tours of 
the growing fields of the Skinner 
Nursery. The main attraction, how- 
ever, was the new nursery garden 
center, completed just before the 
1957 spring season. Skinner’s Garden 
Center handles a comprehensive line 
of related materials in addition to 
a complete line of retail plant mat- 
erial. 

What was announced as “sand- 
wiches, courtesy of the Skinner Nurs- 
ery” turned out to be an elaborate 
chicken dinner served on the patio 
of the new garden center. Enter- 
tainment was provided during din- 
ner by a pianist and an accordianist 
and after dinner by a magician. 

First Sessions 

Official registration was held the 
following day, September 6, at the 
Holiday Inn. The president of the 
Kansas Association, Ralph Johnston, 
Ralph’s Nursery & Garden Shop, 
Bethel, formally opened the meeting 
and welcomed all guests and nurs- 
erymen. In order to facilitate the 
business session at the end of the 
meeting, President Johnston appoint- 
ed all special committees at this time. 

The first speaker of the day was 
Wilbur Levering, farm director of 
WIBW and WIBW-TV of Topeka. 
Mr, Levering’s presentation included 
a number of slide-projected charts 
to illustrate the farm market out- 
look. Mr. Levering particularly em- 
phasized the increase in investments 
and production costs since 1940. 
Farm labor costs have more than 
quadrupled since that year. The most 
recent trend in farm income, directly 
telated to the nursery industry, has 
been a slight decline in gross income, 
with a sharp decline in profits. 

Mr. Levering predicted that in the

year 1967 the United States will 
have a population of 198,000,000 to 
203,000,000, rising from a present 
population of 171,000,000. Present 
trends indicate that the excess or 
spendable income of the general 
public is growing. With the growing 
population, the demand for all farm 
products should increase. It was also 
emphasized that the nurseryman, 
along with the farmer, should adjust 
his supply to the anticipated pub- 
lic demand through study and plan- 
ning. 
Discusses Advertising 

Jeseph Cahill, of Potts Woodbury, 
Inc., Kansas City, Mo., presented 
a discussion of the advertising pro- 
gram, especially as it relates to nurs- 
eries and garden centers. Mr. Cahill 
defined advertising as the 
of making one’s product or service 
known to the public. 


process 


Basically, advertising should fol- 
low three stages: The first is the 
pioneering stage, or the act of letting 
people know that a firm is in busi- 
ness. The second is the competitive 
stage, or the process of vying with 
competitive firms for customers. The 
last stage is the retentive phase of 
advertising, which is aimed at keep- 
ing customers. Although these three 
Stages are separate, they can and 
should be combined at times, since 
a firm must engage in selling its 
product as well as selling itself. It 
was also emphasized that most firms 


must first sell their ideas before they 
can sell themselves and their pro- 
ducts. Retentive advertising was 
stressed as one of the more important 
stages, because the public has a poor 
memory. 

Named among the end products of 
advertising were the increased use of 
a product, the attraction of a new 
generation of users, the promotion 
of the entire industry and the sur- 
passing of competition. 

Mr. Cahill outlined the important 
points in the preparation of any 
advertisement under the following 
headings: Does it represent me? Is 
it clear, concise and accurate ? Will it 
sell? Market research is invaluable 
to contemporary advertising primar- 
ily because it indicates what the pub- 
lic is buying. In its simplest form, 
market research information is avail- 
able from the business files of every 
firm 


Advertising Media 


Mr. Cahill discussed various ad- 
vertising media and their usefulness 
to nurserymen. Newspapers were 
shown as an excellent local medium 
for nurserymen, as they are widely 
read and have excellent reputations. 
Magazines were stressed as an ex- 
cellent way to reach specialized 
classes of the buying public. Other 
media discussed radio, tele- 
vision and direct mail. Outdoor and 
transportation advertisements, point-

The meeting that was billed as 
“the convention everyone could af- 
ford, but could not afford to miss” 
was Officially called to order Mon- 
day morning at Hardison Hall by 
President Donald Pittman. The in- 
vocation was given by Sam Peace, 
vice-president, and, in the absence 
of Winthrop Rockefeller, the wel- 
coming address was delivered by 
George Reynolds, president of Win- 
rock Enterprises. Mr. Reynolds wel- 
comed the visitors to the mountain 
and, as chairman of the Arkansas 
state park commission, urged every- 
one to utilize the park’s facilities and 
explore the beautiful lakes and 
mountain trails. He pointed out that 
Arkansas had been successful in ob- 
taining new industry to locate in 
the state and that industry and 
businessmen recognize the important 
part that nurserymen will play in 
this development. No longer are all 
factories in slum surroundings: in- 
stead, beautifully landscaped gar- 
dens and lawns mark the new fac- 
tory sites. This change would not be 
possible without the knowledge and 
assistance of the modern nursery- 
man. With the increase in popula- 
tion of cities and towns brought 
about through the industrialization 
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program, the nursery business should 
also grow if it is prepared, Mr. Rey. 
nolds said. 


Survey Findings Told 


President Pittman introduced thy 
visiting dignitaries, and the program 
chairman, Sam Peace, presented the 
first speaker, John Schatz, assistant 
professor of agriculture, Southwes 
Missouri State College, Springfield, 
Mo. Mr. Schatz’ lecture was en. 
titled “What I Should Do If I Were 
a Nurseryman,” and his comments 
were based on a survey sent out to 
over 1,000 persons in his commu- 
nity. The questionaire, entitled 
“What’s Wrong with the Nursery. 
men?” had a return of 90 per cent 
and disclosed the following informa- 
tion; 

Apparently many nurserymen ar 
in the wrong business, as the survey 
revealed that in some instances not 
enough knowledge or enthusiasm 
were displayed in regard to the prod. 
uct, and many persons complained 
of poor merchandise. Farm homes 
spend $13 per year; suburban homes 
spend $24.35, and city dwellers 
spend $38.30 purchasing nursery 
stock to beautify their homes. Nine- 
ty-five per cent buy this merchandise 
from nurserymen because they are 
believed to know their merchandise 
better. Therefore, concluded Mr: 
Schatz, the nurseryman should 
stress quality production, display 
enthusiasm and have a_ thorough 
knowledge of all his products. M1: 
Schatz emphasized the importance 
of obtaining industrious employees 
with good character and ability. 

Customers must be satisfied with 
both product and services and can 
be classified into three types: The

ganizing the seven chapters of the 
O. A. N. during the past few months. 
Mr. Nuffer has worked on the proj- 
ect for several years. 

The report of the executive secre- 
tary, Charles H. Potter, Milwaukie, 
told of the fast growth of the associa- 
tion during the past year. He said 
that the membership had increased 
18.3 per cent and that the finances 
of the association were better than 
they were a year ago, despite the 
additional operating expenses. 

Prof. Willard Summers, depart- 
ment of landscape gardening, State 
College of Washington, Pullman, 
spoke on the subject “Today, To- 
morrow and Then.” In his talk he 
dealt with the future of the home 
landscaping situation as it will affect 
the nursery industry. With the rapid 
increase in population of the nation, 
particularly on the Pacific coast, he 
predicted a bright future for the 
nursery industry, providing it was 
prepared for it and went after the 
business. Professor Summers said 
that more outdoor living is in store 
for the average homeowner. This 
situation will increase the demand 
for plants that are easily cared for 
and yards that require little main- 
tenance. He anticipates more chem- 
ical controls in plant culture and 
stated that greater research is needed 
in ornamental horticulture. 

He touched briefly on hydroponics 
and solar heat. He predicted that 
someday people will live in domelike 
structures, which will enclose their 
living quarters and other property 
and insure protection from smog, 
storms, atomic fallout and pollen. 
Nurserymen must be planning along 
such lines in the future. 

Trade Survey 

Melvin Conklin, Oregon State 
College, Corvallis, who conducted 
a statisical survey of the horticul- 
tural specialties industry in Oregon, 


gave the results of his work. He 
stated that 614 nurseries reported 
sales of $4,457,000; 453 florist grow- 
ers reported a total of $3,105,000; 
234 bulb growers reported $2,365.- 
000, and 80 holly growers reported 
$456,000, for a total of $10,383,000 
in sales during 1955. 

The major purpose of the survey, 
he said, was to find out who grew 
what and where, so that trends could 
be shown and a solid base of facts 
and figures could be obtained for 
present and future use. He ex- 
pressed the hope that his survey 
figures would prove to be a help to 
those working in the _ industries 
covered. 

Mr. Conklin said that the horti- 
cultural specialties industry had 
grown to its present volume from 
a $2,000,000 business in 1930. Sixty 
per cent of the state’s horticultural 
specialties production is in the three 
counties including and surrounding 
Portland, i.e.. Multnomah, Clacka- 
mas and Washington counties. He 
also pointed out that 85 nurseries 
grow 86 per cent of the state’s total 
production. After stating that a large 
group of small growers represents 
the major contact that the public 
has with the nursery industry, he 
posed the question as to whether 
these small growers do as thorough 
a job in developing sales as they 
might. 

J. Frank Schmidt, Jr., Troutdale, 
gave a resume of the Florida con- 
vention of the American Association 
of Nurserymen. Mr. Nuffer showed 
colored slides of the various chapter 
organization and subsequent chapter 
meetings. Mr. Nuffer later in the 
program also presented O. A. N. 
charters to the following chapters: 
Cascade, Columbia River, Sunset, 
Willamette, Emerald Empire, Clac- 
kamas and Rose City. He and James 
A. Doty, of the chapter organization

Line Clearance Practices 

A paper on “Drop-Crotch Trim- 
ming vs. Shear Trimming for Line 
Clearance” was presented by Frank 
E. Graham, supervisor of line clear- 
ing, Alabama Power Co., Birming- 
ham, Ala. He briefly described the 
plant types growing in the area 
covered by the electric distribution 
lines of his organization, saying there 
were some 4,450 recognized species 
and varieties of plants growing with- 
out cultivation in Alabama. The 
rapidity of growth of many of these 
plant species, he said, influenced 
the adoption of the drop-crotch 
method of pruning for line clear- 
ance. In this methhod, Mr. Graham 
explained, most of the branches are 
removed to crotches well below the 
intended finished height of the 
crown, and the remaining upright 
branches are evened by cutting them 
back to a lateral branch that is at 
least one third the size of the branch 
being removed. Pruning done in this 
manner, he said, gives the tree 4 
reasonably uniform and natural ap- 
pearance. 

The shear method of pruning 
for line clearance, although often 
practiced, he said, is not favorably 
regarded by his organization, since

Racetrack Planting Designed 
By Long Island Nurseryman 


As the landscaping of the 300-acre 
grounds of the Roosevelt Raceway, 
Westbury, L. I., N. Y., designed and 
supervised by Allan Dalsimer, Ce- 
darhurst, L. I., neared completion 
last June, it was described by the 
New York Herald-Tribune as the 
largest planting operation in the 
New York area. Trees used in the 
project numbered 4,200 and ranged 
in size from saplings to 60-foot spec- 
imens. Approximately 100,000 plants 
of more than 100 varieties went into 
the composition of the design. 

Planting was started in spring, 
1956, and completed in July, 1957. 
A press premier was held July 24. 
The Nassau Herald published an 
extensive description of the planting 
work and included notes on Mr. 
Dalsimer’s career. 

Mr. Dalsimer’s prime objective in 
planning the landscaping for the 
racetrack was to create a contem- 
porary design that would blend with 
the modern 11-story grandstand and 
clubhouse and still afford a feeling 
of intimacy and privacy for the 
grounds that would be appropriate 
in the rural surroundings. 


Varied Plantings 


About the clubhouse there are 
five acres of formal plantings. Con- 
venient, cool, tree-shaded areas are 
provided with comfortable places to 
sit. Beds of colorful flowers are at- 
tractive features to be enjoyed by 
those strolling about the grounds. 


Fountains, moon dials and other 
furnishings add beauty and interest 
to the garden effects. 

There are another five acres of 
formal plantings about the grand- 
stand, with about 50 acres addition- 
al showing special plantings. The 
various use areas are set off by trees 
and hedges. 

Beech trees line the entrance 
drives and the enclosed paddock 
area and provide screening around 
the parking lots. Oaks and maples 
were used for shade, with dogwoods, 
crab apples and hawthorns for 
blooms. Among the evergreens are 
white pines, spruce, junipers, yews 
and Cedrus atlantica. 

Group plantings of broad-leaved 
evergreens were made with azaleas, 
mountain laurel, rhododendrons and 
andromedas, A collection of 4,000 
heather plants was flown from the 
state of Washington to New York 
for the project. Among the decidu- 
ous shrubs planted were forsythias, 
spiraeas, viburnums and hydrangeas. 

Ground covers such as ivy, pachy- 
sandra and ajuga were used exten- 
sively to replace grass and reduce 
maintenance. Mr. Dalsimer tested 
and observed the grasses growing on 
various sectors of the grounds for 
two years in order to select a satis- 
factory variety for the lawn areas. 


Long Landscape Career 


Mr. Dalsimer’s experience in the 
horticultural and landscape field 
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covers a considerable period. After 
attending Columbia University, New 
York, for three years and spending 
one year in Europe, in 1929, lie be. 
gan working as a florist while con. 
tinuing to study landscape design 
and planting. In 1932, Mr. Dalsimer 
established a landscape contracting 
division of the family nursery busi- 
ness, Dalsimer, Inc., at Cedarhurst 
and gradually expanded the branch 
In 1946 he procured a 10-acre nurs. 
ery with additional greenhouses at 
Bellmore, L. I. The firm also has 
branches at Far Rockaway, Rock- 
away Park and New York. 

He was given the Pace Setter 
house competition award of House 
Beautiful magazine in 1954 for de. 
sign and planting and an American 
Association of Nurserymen gold 
medal in 1955 for a factory land- 
scape design and, in association with 
his brother, Stephen, and his nephew, 
Philip, won the gold medal and 
trophy of the International flower 
show for six successive years. A 
member of the New York State 
Nurserymen’s Association, he is also 
a past president of the Long Island 
Nurserymen’s Association and re- 
cently completed a term as presi- 
dent of the National Landscape 
Nurserymen’s Association.

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Geese Aid in Weeding 


Strawberry Acreage 


By Gordon Morrison 


The Zollar Nurseries, Benton Har- 
bor, Mich., grow 70 acres of straw- 
berries each year. In doing so the 
firm has practically eliminated hand 
hoeing. This has been done at 57 per 
cent of their former over-all cost for 
weed-free growth of the crops. 

This 43 per cent reduction from 
former costs has been accomplished 
largely by the use of geese in a nurs- 
ery enterprise that provided 11,000,- 
000 thrifty plants for customers last 
year and which looks forward to 
furnishing 20,000,000 plants this sea- 
son. This effective economy, used al- 
so by eastern strawberry growers, 
has been aided in first-year plantings 
by use of the wiggle hoe, described 
later. 

Besides rendering a wage-free ser- 
vice in an industry that must oper- 
ate efficiently indeed to yield profit- 
able returns, geese often provide tidy 
profits in themselves. For instance, 
Charles Zollar, ingenious and re- 
sourceful owner and operator of Zol- 
lar Nurseries, declares that he bought 
300 6-week goslings from a hatchery 
last April, at $1.26 each, and sold 
them as 10 to 12-pound birds at $3.50 
each for the fall holiday trade. The 
spread between buying and selling 
prices of geese was not quite so favor- 
able in 1955. The spread is never 
clear profit, since some corn must be 
fed to supplement the major self- 
garnered diet of tender grasses and

weeds. Incidentally, geese are glut- 
tons for quack grass, which can be 
such a menace to profitable growth 
of strawberries. 

When Mr. Zollar learned 
years ago that geese were being used 
as weeders in cotton fields he went 
south for an investigation. Maybe 
geese could be used in strawberry 
fields, too! Upon his return, Mr. Zol- 
lar tried out a dozen or more breeds 
of geese on his own acreage of straw- 
berries. He studied lightweight 
breeds and heavyweight breeds, from 
goslings to old geese. 

Mr. Zollar learned that geese ig- 
nore the strawberry plants just as 
they avoid cotton plants while for- 
aging for tender grassy and weedy 
growth. A few exploratory nibbles 
appear to convince a gosling or goose 
that a strawberry plant is not for 
it, for reasons of taste known only 
to our amusingly helpful feathered 
friends. However, while will 
not eat green berries, they must be 
removed from any patch when ber- 
ries start to ripen, because they soon 
develop a fondness for sweet, ripe 
strawberries. 

Mr. Zollar finally settled upon the 
lightweight White Chinese breed of 
goose as best for his purposes. He had 
learned emphatically, by a process of 
trial and error, that young birds of 
the lighter breeds—from 6-week 
goslings to 6 or 8-month-old birds —

ture. The geese will not eat strawberry 
plants or green berries, but are fond of 
the berries when they are red and ripe. 


are far superior to old birds of the 
same breed and to birds of any age 
among the heavier breeds. However, 
even White Chinese geese should be 
a little on the hungry side when they 
are driven into a field that requires 
weeding. 
Weed-Control Schedule 

Directly after plants have been set 
in the field, a so-called wiggle hoe 
is driven over the row, to throw dis- 
lodged soil back around the plants. 
This gives them a well-mulched, fair- 
ly weed-free start. 

The motor-powered wiggle hoe, 
such as is used on practically every 
large strawberry acreage in south- 
western Michigan, being known of- 
fically as a power hoe, is the modern- 
ized version of the old horse-drawn 
wiggle hoe, behind which many 
growers have walked tediously. 

The wiggle hoe, horse-drawn or 
motorized, straddles the row, to en- 
able the operator to weed safely at 
a good pace within the row, between 
hills or plants, as well as along both 
sides of the row. 

The operator of a power hoe sits 
directly above the row as he manipu- 
lates independently attached handles, 
each with a complement of weed- 
shearing teeth or shovels at its base. 
Draw the handles together momen- 
tarily and the space between the 
plants is cleared of weeds; spread 
them apart and the hill or plant es- 
capes injury as the operator pro- 
gresses along the row with a 
rhythmic in-and-out motion of the 
handles that control the motion of 
the cultivator teeth. 

The Zollar enterprise does not use

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Control of Gall Makers on Shade Trees 


It seems strange that an apparent- 
ly slight irritation to a plant by an 
insect enemy can cause the plant to 
produce an abnormal growth or gall 
that provides food and shelter for the 
insect enemy. It seems strange also 
that the galls produced by a specific 
insect species always assume the 
same general size, form and struc- 
ture. However, insect galls can usu- 
ally be recognized and _ identified 
much more easily than the insects 
that cause them. 

Although more than 1,500 types 
of insect galls have been pictured 
and described, relatively few of the 
gall makers are well known. In many 
cases the gall maker has not been 
described, and the name rests only 
on the gall or the gall and larva in- 
side it. The life histories and habits 
of the insects that cause them, there- 
fore, are not known. 

Galls may occur on nearly all 
parts of a plant and may be grouped 
or classified according to their loca- 
tion. There are bud galls, flower 
galls, fruit galls, leaf galls, stem or 
twig galls and root galls. Also, galls 
may be grouped according to their 
structure as bullet galls, pouch galls, 
rosette galls, roly-poly galls, oak ap- 
ples, one-celled galls, etc. As a gen- 
eral rule, insect galls are grouped

first according to the classification of 
the gall makers, then subdivided ac- 
cording to location on a plant and 
finally according to structure. 


Well-Known Galls 


Most of the galls that occur on 
shade trees and shrubs are caused by 
small wasplike insects known as gall 
wasps. Such galls are classed as 
cynipid galls because the gall makers 
are members of the insect family 
cynipidae. Relatively few of these 
cause damage. Well-known examples 
are the oak apples and the white 
woolly balls on oak caused by the 
wool sower. Galls that become suffi- 
ciently abundant to cause damage on 
shade trees are usually caused by 
midges, aphis or mites. 

A few economic gall makers, such 
as the grape phylloxera, the spruce 
gall aphid and the Hessian fly, are 
well-known. No one knows just why 
a specific gall assumes a specific size 
and shape, but it seems evident that 
the abnormal growth develops as a 
result of a substance, perhaps an 
enzyme, injected into the plant by 
the insect. The tissues attacked are 
necessarily in a soft and rapidly 
growing condition. In some cases the 
abnormal growth begins inside the 
bud. It is evident, therefore, that the 
development of the plant and of the 
insect must be closely synchronized, 
because the insect must begin feed- 
ing when the plant tissues are in the 
proper condition. The following dis- 
cussion of specific galls and gall 
makers is limited to those studied, at 
least in a limited way, at the Ohio 
agricultural experiment station in 
recent years. 

Gall Midges, or Gall Gnats 

The gall gnats are very small flies 
that are delicate in structure. They 
resemble tiny mosquitoes and fre- 
quently measure not more than one 
tenth of an inch in length. The legs 
are long and slender. The larvae ta- 
per at both ends and vary in color 
from white to orange. Three species 
were investigated at Wooster recently 
because of requests for information 
concerning control measures. 

Vein Pocket Gall 

The vein pocket gall occurs pri- 
marily on pin oak. The midge (Iton- 
ida sp.) that causes it is approxi- 
mately one-half inch in length. The 
adults emerge in the spring when 
new pin oak foliage begins to appear. 
In 1955 they emerged in the insec-

tary at Wooster between April 17 
and 29, and in 1956 between May 
7 and 15. Most of them emerge dur- 
ing a period of one week or less. 

The midges deposit eggs in great 
numbers on the underside of the de- 
veloping leaves. As many as 340 eggs 
were counted on one leaf less than 
two inches long. In both 1955 and 
1956, eggs were being deposited in 
greatest numbers when the largest 
leaves on the branches were one to 
two inches long. 

The eggs hatch in about four days, 
and the newly hatched larvae craw! 
to the upper surface of the leaf 
There they congregate along both 
sides of the large veins and begin to

FILE TYLER PATENT SUIT 


Four suits alleging infringement of 
patents were filed at the federal dis- 
trict clerk’s office at Tyler, Tex, 
early in September against three Ty- 
ler rose growers, it was reported in 
a recent edition of the Tyler Mor- 
ning Telegraph. The suits were filed 
by Conard-Pyle Co., West Grove, 
Pa.; Jackson & Perkins Co., Newark, 
N. Y., and the Armstrong Nurseries, 
Ontario, Calif. An estimated 44,000 
rosebushes, representing nine vati- 
eties patented by the plaintiffs, are 
involved. 

Named in the four suits were An- 
drew C. Smith, Marvin DeWitt 
Hood and J. L. Dyess, of Tyler. All 
three claimants in the suits alleged 
that Mr. Smith had infringed their 
patents by growing roses for market 
without being licensed. Mr. Hood 
was named by Jackson & Perkins 
Co. on two counts of growing pat- 
ented rosebushes for market without 
being licensed. All four petitions 
named Mr. Dyess as supplier of 
propagation materials and contrac- 
tor for all bushes for further sale. 

According to the newspaper ar- 
ticle, two of the four petitions sought 
injunctions against the Tyler men to 
prevent them from growing, propa- 
gating or selling the rosebushes in 
question. The third petition asked 
that the defendants each account for 
profits from these and past bushes, 
with the plaintiffs recovering dam- 
ages. The fourth petition would 
oblige the defendants to surrender 
for destruction all rose plants and 
propagating materials.

AMERICAN NURSERY MAN 
NEW PLANT NAME FORM 


The “International Code of No. 
menclature for Cultivated Plants” 
contains rules that require al! new 
varieties of horticultural plants to be 
given English rather than Latin 
names, according to an article in a 
recent issue of the News Leiter of 
the American Association of Nurs. 
erymen. For example, a new yew 
might be named Taxus cuspidata 
Crow’s Nest, but not Taxus cuspi- 
data nidiformis. 

The article points out that this 
code, in addition, establishes a rule 
for the treatment of names formerly 
in Latin form. Although it is agreed 
that it would be a mistake to turn 
the well-known old variety names 
into English, the code directs that 
these horticultural names, beginning 
January 1, 1959, shall be distin. 
guished from true botanical names 
by typographical means and also by 
capitalizing. That is, the old name 
is to be treated without change of 
spelling exactly as if it had been 
English. For example, Cornus florida 
rubra is to be printed Cornus florida 
‘Rubra,’ and, if the catalog uses two 
type styles, the name of the horti- 
cultural variety, ‘Rubra,’ is to be 
printed in the commoner of the two, 
and the botanical names, Cornus 
florida, in the special type. 

This new rule applies to horticul- 
tural varieties or cultivars, as they 
are now to be called (plants arising 
in cultivation and propagated by 
vegetative means), and is not ap- 
plied to botanical varieties (forms 
found in the wild or among seed- 
lings), which remain in the botan- 
ical style, without capitalization. 
For example, Taxus cuspidata capi- 
tata will not be changed, but Taxus 
media ‘Hicksi’ will appear in the 
new form. The single quotation 
marks are a part of the rule for 
cultivators but may not be con- 
sidered necessary in catalogs. 

The News Letter comments that 
this new rule runs counter to the 
Anglicizing effort of “Standardized 
Plant Names” and adds that the 
A. A. N. committee on nomenclature 
considers it best to adhere to the 
new code, which represents the com- 
bined opinion of numerous organiza- 
tions in which nurserymen of many 
countries were represented.

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Ground Cover Plants 


By W. E. Cunningham 


No attempt will be made in this 
discussion of ground cover plants to 
mention all that are suitable for land- 
scape use, for one has only to make 
reference to available publications to 
learn there are more than 200 kinds 
which can be employed to cover the 
soil. Thus, only a few of the com- 
monest ones will be mentioned, with 
emphasis on the genera which are 
evergreen. 

Ground-covering plants are im- 
portant at this time because of the 
current architectural trend and be- 
cause plantsmen are recognizing the 
satisfaction they give over a long 
period. Many shrubs and plants soon 
become overgrown and cumbersome, 
no longer presenting the effect for 
which they were intended, but with 
the inclusion of covers in logical plac- 
es the beauty achieved can be kept 
for a much longer time and perhaps 
more economically. 


Wide Range of Usefulness 


It would be difficult indeed to 
make any landscape planting, large 
or small, in which there were no 
places for plant material of this type, 
considering the numerous kinds 
available. We have only to be fully 
conscious of their value to capture 
the utmost from them. Specifically 
they may be used to cover the low 
banks, the high banks (particularly 
in highway plantings), the gentle 
slopes on lawns, the problem areas 
under trees where grass will not 
thrive and the foundation plant- 
ings which can be improved with 
an under covering. Ground cov- 
ers are of great value in_ those 
narrow spaces left by builders in 
the construction of sidewalks and 
planter boxes. Another common use 
is that of delineating driveways, 
walks and steps — for safety as well 
as beauty. 

Ajuga metallica crispa is not ever- 
green through all the winter months, 
but does maintain its deep purple, 
metallic sheen well into winter in In- 
diana. The invasive nature of ajuga 
sometimes presents difficulty in keep- 
ing it out of the lawn; therefore, it 
might best be grown in a somewhat 
restricted space where it cannot get 
out of bounds. A beautiful picture 
can be obtained each year in late

April by using ajuga as an under- 
planting with redbud. The blue flow- 
ers of the bugle persist for several 
days and combine well with the rose- 
pink flowers of the redbud. Sun o1 
part shade is perfect for it, though 
copious watering is a must during 
dry times. 
Versatile Periwinkle 


The periwinkle, Vinca minor, is 
probably the most widely known 
evergreen ground cover, and, where 
given attention, it is unexcelled. 
Bowles variety is generally consid- 
ered superior to the common myrtle, 
though some growers believe there is 
little difference. There are several 
features pertaining to Bowles which 
make it more desirable, particularly 
the glossier leaves, a tendency to stay 
in bounds and the larger light blue 
flowers. Periwinkle stands sun or 
shade and will flourish under the 
most adverse situations, such as heavy 
beech and maple shade or even some 
light foot traffic. As an underplant- 
ing, for spring color, it works well 
with Ilex crenata varieties and with

yews. Incidentally, for summer s!iow 
of an herbaceous kind, Japanese yew 
and the silver-edged bishop’s gout- 
weed (Aegopodium podagraria var- 
iegatum), with its variegated light 
green and creamy-white foliage, com- 
bine to make a lovely picture. 
Though the periwinkle is thought of 
as being common, it is versatile and 
has a multitude of effective 
limited only by the imagination of the 
landscapeman and his ability at 
fashioning eye-pleasing landscape 
arrangements. 

Another well-known evergreen 
ground cover, Japanese spurge 
(Pachysandra terminalis), is one of 
the finest for heavily shaded places, 
providing sufficient moisture is avail- 
able. In Indiana large amounts of 
peat moss must be used to give ade- 
quate soil texture for the plant. Com- 
mon uses are for edging, planting on 
slopes, in heavily shaded areas un- 
der trees or near buildings and plant- 
ing in drifts throughout large shaded 
places. Narrow bands of pachysandra 
in front of foundation plantings make 
a good facing all year long. One 
point to remember in the mainte- 
nance of spurge is that of pruning 
early each spring to induce heavier 
branching and a denser, uniform 
cover.

the finest vines. Often referred to as 
wintercreeper, it grows well in sunny 
or shaded places. Some of the va- 
rieties are of particular value in deep 
shade. The range of leaf size and 
color is great, from the tiny, light 
green kewensis to the medium-size 
bronzy leaf of acutus, and to the 
purplish-red foliage of the variety 
coloratus. Actus, kewensis and 
coloratus have particular merits for 
special ground cover jobs, and each 
is stabilized in varietal characteris- 
tics. 

E. coloratus is vigorous and highly 
suitable for large expansive cover 
under trees, being especially liked be- 
cause of the purple leaf color and for 
the heavy cover it makes. Some land- 
scape men use it in a mass as a foun- 
dation cover, pruning once or twice 
each season to retain it at the lawn 
edge and at the desired foundation 
height. 

Euonymus Kewensis 


E. kewensis lacks the vigor found 
in acutus and coloratus and is used 
only in work requiring a plant more 
minute and delicate. It is excellent 
as cover between steppingstones and 
rocks or as edging, where the small 
leaf and the dainty plant habit are 
attractive. The plant does develop 
into a heavy carpet, however, and 
can be used in such work as covering 
narrow strips along walls and walks 
or in spot plantings where it can cov- 
er small areas and climb low retain- 
ing walls in addition.

Acutus is rapid and 
creating effective covering 
one year, perhaps holding 
the ground than coloratus. It is thus 
more adaptable to narrow strips 
along the foundation. The foliage 
during winter is bronzy, holding on 
exceptionally well. One of the in- 
hibiting factors in the use of euony- 
mus is the scale problem, especially 
in the eastern states. With vigilance 
and use of the better spraying mate- 
rials, one can keep the scale un- 
der control. 

Certainly a favorite of all, among 
the evergreen ground covers, 1s 
Pachistima canbyi. This is a quality 
diminutive worthy of a place in every 
garden. Soil preference is on the acid 
side, although some tolerance of 
alkalinity is noted in Indiana. The 
growth is rather shrubby, less than 
one foot high, forming giossy, dense, 
fine-textured foliage, which is a deep 
green color in summer, assuming 4 
bronze hue in winter.

Still another popular 
ground cover plant is English ivy, of 
which there are many varieties of 
outstanding merit. The Baltic strain 
from northern Europe is a light. 
veined, small-leaved type, which 
many growers believe the hardiest. 
However, through many years of 
search the aboretums and interest- 
ed nurserymen have discovered other 
valuable English ivy clones, equally 
hardy. 

In 1934, Dr. Anderson, of the Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden, St. Louis, 
Mo.. collected a bold, large-leaved 
ivy in the grounds of the Rila mon- 
astery in Bulgaria, a variety known 
in the trade today as Hedera helix 
Bulgaria, which survived the severest 
American winter in the last decade. 
1950-51. That rigorous winter was 
a hardiness test for many plants. An- 
other variety that survived even in 
zone +. at Woodstock, IIl.. comes 
from a strain known as Thorndale 
Subzero ivy.

Factors in Choice of Ivy 


Of course, hardiness is of prime 
importance in choosing any ever- 
green ground cover, but of equal im- 
portance are foliage color, size and 
shape. While there are several re- 
liably hardy ivies, the kinds selling 
best are the distinctive types bearing 
larger, bolder, deep green leaves. Th 
English ivy comes as near fulfilling 
every ground cover need as any dis- 
cussed, except perhaps Vinca minor, 
requiring minimum maintenance and 
performing well along wall and slope 
and in shady or sunny places

on his birthday anniversary was an 
inexpensive way to build good cus- 
tomer relations. 

Mr. Verhalen advised the nursery- 
men to train themselves to sel! stock 
in multiple units, always to quote 
the total planting cost and to be 
alert to make tie-in sales of allied 
lines to increase profits and volume. 
He told the nurserymen to strive fon 
repetition in their advertising pro- 
gram and pointed out that a price 
list or bulletin featuring seasonable 
items along with allied products 
would accomplish this goal. 

In regard to displays, Mr. Verha- 
len emphasized the importance of 
eye appeal and the use of color. 
High-traffic areas should be studied 
and stock should be frequently re- 
arranged so that it does not have a 
picked-over look. Mr. Verhalen con- 
tinued by advising the nurserymen 
to set sales goals for their employees 
and give recognition for work well 
done. Interest and enthusiasm can 
be created in employees by working 
with them. In conclusion, Mr. Ver- 
halen said it is necessary to keep 
a variety of plants in stock and to 
be sure to have an adequate stock 
of advertised items on hand. 

Discusses Turf 

The last speaker on the program 
was E. A. Hodson, agronomist, soil 
conservation service, Little Rock. 
Mr. Hodson has traveled and studied 
in several foreign countries and has 
written numerous books on the sub- 
ject of turfs, which he discussed. 
He reminded the group that grass 
as a family includes the great food 
crops-——wheat, rice, corn, sugar cane, 
sorghum, millet, barley and oats. 
Mr. Hodson stated that the major 
lawn United 
States are Bermudas, bluegrass, 
bent, centipede, zoysia, St. Augus- 
tine and red fescue. Of these vari- 
eties, Burmuda, St. Augustine and 
zoysia are the best adapted and com- 
monest in the southwest. While St. 
Augustine has been a popular lawn 
grass in the south, it has a northern 
limit. There is also evidence of a 
severe infestation of fungus, grub- 
worms and chinch bugs in St. Au- 
gustine, and old lawns have a tend- 
ency to die out, Mr. Hodson ex- 
plained. He pointed out that St. 
Augustine requires much water and 
frequent mowing.

MOTOR SHIPPING ADVICE 

The American Association of Nurs- 
erymen, in a recent issue of its News 
Letter, calls the attention of nursery- 
men to the fact that the word “per- 
ishable” must be printed in an ob- 
vious place on the bill of lading 
when motor freight is used in the 
shipment of nursery stock. The use 
of a label on each piece of the ship- 
ment to show its perishable nature 
is not sufficient. 

The point was brought up in the 
case of a nursery shipment which 
was frozen on a loading dock aftet 
being unloaded from the heated van 
of a motor freight line. Although he 
had marked the carton “perishable,” 
the nurseryman involved was unable 
to collect the $150 loss from the car- 
rier because the bill of lading did 
not show the warning indication.

PLANTS’ PERSEVERANCE 

Sometimes a nurseryman feels that 
the plants he grows and sells die 
if the customer only sneezes. In real- 
ity, plants have an amazing ability 
to recover from adversity and an 
equally amazing ability to accommo- 
date themselves to unfavorable con- 
ditions. Obvious as this is, it was 
again pointed out as the rains came 
after the serious drought of the past 
summer. Within a week a lawn that 
was absolutely brown showed a fine 
stand of bluegrass. 

Trees, of course, often die during 
a drought; on the other hand, some- 
times they will lose part of their 
leaves or—in extreme cases—all 
their leaves and go dormant. Then, 
after receiving sufficient moisture, 
they will put out a new set of leaves. 
If the rains come too late they will 
continue their dormancy until the 
next spring. 

Plants will often put out two or 
three new sets of leaves after suc- 
cessive defoliations by insects, al- 
though this seriously weakens the 
plant. When the mimosa webworm 
first came to Maryland, defoliations 
would continue on an infested tree 
until it died—often after two years 
and five or six defoliations. 


Evergreens Sometimes Respond 


Evergreens (like boxwood), upon 
turning brown, usually are complete- 
ly dead and unable to recover; yet 
this is not always true. Sometimes 
it is possible to cut off the dead 
foliage down to the ground. The 
vestiges of life remaining in the 
roots will often send up new shoots 
when conditions for growth again 
become favorable. It is always best 
to cut back the tops of plants seri- 
ously injured by drought or by win- 
ter freezes. 

Plants can go dormant and con- 
tinue their dormancy for a surpris- 
ing length of time. Desert plants 
can hold their dormancy almost in- 
definitely. The crape myrtle can 
miss a whole year’s growth and then 
sprout the second spring and contin- 
nue growing as though nothing had 
happened. Peony roots without eyes 
left in the soil may spend a summer 
forming a new eye and then grow 
the second year. 

This persistent ability to survive 
can become objectionable at times. 


Last winter I cut down and removed 
the stump of a black locust on my 
lawn. Now there is an area 100x100 
feet where sprouts persist in spite 
of mowing and sickling them down. 


Plants’ Last Efforts 


Some plants, when dying, will al- 
so make a last effort to perpetuate 
themselves. A sick or dying tree will 
often bear a very heavy crop of flow- 
ers and fruit. This is commonly ob- 
served in a dogwood riddled with 
borers or a stunted or injured fruit 
tree. Because I am a hay fever vic- 
tim I am conscious of the growth 
of ragweed. During a drought the 
plant may grow only two or three 
inches in height but bear flowers 
just as profusely as ever. 

Plants, like the broad-leaved ever- 
greens, that normally grow best un- 
der light shade, have an ability to 
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accommodate themselves to full sun. 
The foliage not only grows smaller; 
it becomes thicker and heavier be- 
cause of changed cell growth. The 
green shade of its foliage also 
changes. It is well to remember that 
these plants when grown in full sun 
will make a much heavier root 
growth and, despite their paler col- 
or, are better plants for the custom. 
ers to buy. Plants of broad-leaved 
evergreens, while best put under 
shade after potting into containers, 
should eventually be given as much 
sun as they can stand so that the 
customer will get a more rugged 
plant. 

In one sense, there is no reason 
for a nurseryman’s selling an inferior 
plant. Crippled or damaged plants, 
even diseased plants, that are cut 
back severely, transplanted, fed and 
cultivated can produce not only first- 
class plants but often the handsom- 
est specimens of the crop.

since a patio area was required for 
almost every room in the house, each 
of which has its own exit through 
the sliding glass panel of a picture 
window. English ivy, Vinca minor 
and annuals are combined with the 
evergreens in these plantings and al- 
so form a border along the edge of 
the lawn area, which is separated 
from the limestone chip patios by a 
long California privet hedge. 

The Mount Lebanon nursery has 
been preparing plant material for 
the project since last May. The pri- 
vet hedge was planted in boxes one 
foot deep, one foot wide and six 
feet long, and the annuals were set 
out in 600 pots. Evergreens used 
were treated with a plastic spray to 
prevent excessive drying. The moy- 
ing of materials to the roof and con- 
struction of the landscape were com- 
pleted by a nursery crew in five 
days, according to Mr. Matragas.

it tends to produce an artificial ap- 
pearance in trees, stimulates sucker 
crowth, decreases the leneth of the 
pruning cycle and destroys the na- 
tural form of the tree. 


In all pruning work for line clear- 
ance, Mr. Graham said, approved 
arboricultural practices are followed 
with regard to making flush cuts, 
painting wounds to prevent the in- 
vasion of fungi and, where needed, 
doing additional pruning to retain 
the symmetry of the tree. In con- 
struction of new overhead lines, he 
said, every effort is made to avoid 
carrying them through the crowns 
of interfering tree growth, Trees in 
urban areas are pruned at intervals 
of about three years, he said, and 
those in rural areas are pruned about 
every five years. Mentioning the 
use of brush chippers and _ power 
saws, he said such equipment had 
proved to be highly successful from 
the economic viewpoint. 

The subject, “Disposal of Brush 
and Tree Removal,” was discussed 
at some length by a panel consisting 
of Freeman L. Parr, who acted as 
moderator; Edward P. Chorpening, 
Woodland Tree Experts, Morris- 
town, N. J.; Henry D. Harral, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, Philadel- 
phia, and Charles H. Lamb, Muncie 
Tree Surgery Corp., Muncie, Ind.

private dumps. The construction of 
incinerators is not practicable, he 
said, nor is the burying of brush 
and logs. He warned arborists to be 
alert against the enactment of simi- 
lar laws in other states. 

Mr. Harral discussed the question 
of cities’ providing commercial ar- 
borists with means for disposal of 
tree wastes, and stated that the 
matter of brush disposal was a seri- 
ous problem in many areas. Land 
fills, he suggested, might be the 
answer in some cases. In some cities, 
he said, wastes originating in busi- 
ness enterprises other than arbori- 
culture are destroyed in specially 
built disposal units owned and oper- 
ated by the business involved. In 
some cases, the city undertakes dis- 


posal of such waste products and 
makes a charge for the service. He 
said that most municipal authorities 
feel that solving the problem of dis- 
posing of tree wastes resulting from 
commercial arboricultural operations 
is the responsibility of commercial 
arborists. 

The costs of brush chipper opera- 
tion and maintenance were discussed 
by Mr. Lamb, and mimeographed 
sheets giving a breakdown of costs 
involved were passed out to those 
in attendance. Factors affecting 
chipper operating time and costs, he 
said, include the type of material 
being put through the machine, the 
experience and ability of the opera- 
tor, the location of the chip dis- 
posal area, the distance the brush 


must be carried to the chipper and 
the size and type of the work crew. 

The next meeting of the National 
Arborist Association, it was an- 
nounced, will be held during the 
coming winter, at Washington, D. C.

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Wisconsin Nurserymen Tour 
Nursery at Sturgeon Bay 


By Tom Pinney, Jr. 


Favorable weather, interesting 
demonstrations and a tour that of- 
fered plenty of new ideas made a 
successful occasion of the summer 
meeting of the Wisconsin Nursery- 
men’s Association held at Sturgeon 
Bay, Wis., August 26 and 27. Host 
to the nurserymen, their families 
and friends was the Evergreen 
Nursery Co., Sturgeon Bay. With 
careful planning, the entire group 
of 150 registrants was accommodat- 
ed in the area, despite the fact that 
the season at this popular resort 
city was at its height. 

Monday morning, August 26, was 
spent driving through the several 
areas operated by the Evergreen 
Nursery Co. This firm, established 
in 1864 by George Pinney, is now 
operated by his two grandsons, 
Clarence and Tom Pinney, and a 
great-grandson, Tom Pinney, Jr. 

The host firm had made special 
provisions to route the visitors 
through the nurseries to the best 
advantage. The main nursery had 
two tour routes, A and B, emanat- 
ing from the office in different di- 
rections. Red and _ yellow signs 
marked the roads, which had been 
oiled to eliminate dust. 

Tour Directory Provided 


Each block of plants or point of 
interest was numbered with figures 
on signs mounted on 4-foot stakes. 
These numbers corresponded to 
numbered descriptions in an 8-page 
mimeographed direction folder giv- 
en each visitor. All buildings were 
numbered and their use described 
in the information booklet. An in- 
ventory of about 20 million trees is 
carried at the nursery. 

Attracting special interest was 
the method of carrying on chemical 
weed control. In connection with 
this program, a block of stock is 
maintained in which new procedures 
and chemicals are constantly being 
tested. 

At noon the wives of the host 
nurserymen served a smorgasbord 
lunch, after which there was dem- 
onstration of the firm’s specialized 
machinery. This equipment included 
two precision planters, one of which 
can plant 90,000 trees a day, sand 
and sawdust spreaders; soil shred- 
ders; diggers, and lifters. Shown also 
were the equipment used for pre- 


cision spraying in weed-control work 
and for applying liquid fertilizer. 


Fire Drill Staged 


During these demonstrations a 
fire drill was staged as a surprise to 
all. At the sound of a siren, em- 
ployees came from all directions, 
and in less than one minute 500 feet 
of standard 24-inch fire hose was 
strung out and water was playing 
over a 40-foot building. The ex- 
tensive irrigation system, which is 
imperative to the nursery operation, 
is quickly available and adaptable 
for fire protection. 

The container nursery area creat- 
ed considerable interest and com- 
ment. About 35,000 plants, mostly 
evergreens, are being grown in cans, 
all arranged in neat blocks on 
crushed stone. 

The Evergreen Garden Store, the 
firm’s new retail venture located 
five miles from the main nursery 
and on two main state highways, 
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was viewed by almost everyone. ‘The 
garden center is under the able man- 
agement of Allen Helmich. 

The later part of Monday afier- 
noon was pleasantly spent by the 
visitors making boat trips up and 
down Sturgeon bay, into Green bay 
and Lake Michigan on a Chris-Craft 
yacht and several speed boats. 

The highlight of the entire meet- 
ing was the fish boil Monday even- 
ing at the nursery grounds. Over 
100 pounds of Lake Superior trout 
were boiled and consumed down to 
the last piece. 

Tuesday morning was given over 
to additional trips through the nurs- 
ery, container section and garden 
center, while the board of directors 
met. 

Many of the Wisconsin nursery- 
men liked Door county so well they 
made arrangements to stay several 
days after the meeting.

Runner Growth Sought 


Polyethylene has proved an excel- 
lent weed-controlling and moisture- 
conserving mulch in western acreages 
of fruit growers and on any patches 
of hill-grown strawberries, particu- 
larly the more or less runnerless ever- 
bearing varieties. 

However, polyethylene plastic has 
not proved feasible for weed control 
on Zollar: acreage that is grown 
primarily for numerously produced 
rooted runners as sources of rooted 
plants for wholesale distribution. 

This is understood readily when 
it is realized that prolific productions 
of rooted runners in matted rows is 
necessary for economical production 
of plants. Whereas weed-free bare 
soil encourages runners to become 
rooted at each joint, polyethylene 
plastic between the rows prevents 
rooting of runners and, indeed, makes 
each running branch a virtual para- 
site upon the mother plant, rather 
than a self-supporting source of root- 
ed joints for severance and sale as 
strawberry plants. 

Mr. Zollar’s power hoe is equipped 
to side dress the strawberry rows ev-

ery 10 or 12 days during each weed- 
ing operation with a mere trickle of 
40 to 50 pounds of 10-52-17 fertilizer 
per acre. Thus, all-soluble readily 
available nourishment resides contin- 
uously within reach of the naturally 
shallow root systems of the plants; a 
total of about 700 to 800 pounds is 
applied during 15 or 16 trips over the 
field from early spring into early au- 
tumn. 


Geese Follow Mechanical Weeding 


Geese —even young goslings — 
are driven into any strawberry field, 
at the rate of six or seven per acre, 
immediately after the initial cultiva- 





tion and before any weedlings have 
reared their heads beyond the ap- 
petizing seedling stage. 

Geese will not touch tufts of weeds 
that have survived other control 
measures to grow to any substantial 
size. Moreover, geese should be taken 
from any field after their job has 
been done. They should not be al- 
lowed to remain unduly long in any 
field to loaf around in their clumsy 
manner and make a shambles of ber- 
ry plants here and there. 

When the weed-eliminating job 
has been completed for the time 
being, the geese should be rotated to 
another fenced-off field where they

can be useful. Unless needed else- 
where, the geese should be permitted 
to enjoy a rest period in a nearby 
fenced-off tree-bordered plot like one 
Mr. Zollar chooses to call his goose 
corral. Here they are safe from dogs, 
that seem to be their natural enemies. 

Geese enjoy occasional access to 
shade from the hot sun. However, it 
is useless to provide housing for geese, 
since these hardy fowl avoid instinc- 
tively the creature comforts of con- 
ventional shelters. But they simply 
must have access to plenty of water 
at all times in the field or in the cor- 
ral. 

Collaboration 

Charles Zollar joined the nursery 
industry at a time when uninhibited 
approach to challenging problems 
was needed badly in the industry 
which he chose as a side line to his 
ownership and management of Air- 
craft Components, at Benton Har- 
bor, manufacturing aircraft accesso- 
ries. 

Deskbound supervision of Aircraft 
Components did not involve enough 
outdoor activity for a man with an 
exciting background of experience 
as a naval airman and as a captain 
of commercial aircraft previous to 
founding the Benton Harbor manu- 
facturing establishment. 

Now Mr. Zollar spends more than 
half of his time in nursery adminis- 
tration and research. His researches 
are conducted largely in collabora- 
tion with Michigan State University 
specialists. One project of immediate 
practical value has yielded long- 
sought and vitally needed virus-free 
plants of the Catskill, Marshall and 
Robinson varieties of strawberry, and 
virus-free plants of other varieties 
are in prospect. Important quanti- 
ties of Michigan certified virus-free 
plants of the varieties mentioned are 
available to out-of-state growers, as 
well as Michigan growers, through 
cooperating nurseries whose names 
can be obtained from the Michigan 
state department of agriculture, di- 
vision of plant industry, Lansing, 
Mich. 

Furthermore, Mr. Zollar has used 
his material resources and his engi- 
neering knowledge to set up a mini- 
mum-labor irrigation system for his 
acreage. Powerful pumps supply wa- 
ter through lightweight plastic hoses 
and large portable sprinklers that are 
moved about to deliver an ade- 
quate soaking to Mr. Zollar’s weed- 
free acreage any time that accurate 
moisture gauges spotted here and 
there indicate that water is necessary 
for continued thrifty growth of 
plants.

of-sale advertisements and theater- 
screen advertising were also men- 
tioned. 


Mr. Cahill concluded his presen- 
tation by encouraging nurserymen to 
place any large-scale advertising in 
the hands of an accredited agency. 
It was also stated that the amount 
of advertising done by any firm 
depends on the progressiveness of 
the individuals involved. He sug- 
gested that advertising in the nursery 
business should be used more to 
expand off-season sales. During the 
spring advertising is not so necessary 
as the public has the instinctive urge 
to buy. 

Small Nurseries, Big Profits 


Bernard J. Weldon, of Dulaney, 
Johnston & Priest, a Wichita in- 
surance firm, presented a discussion 
on small nurseries with big profits, 
emphasizing the need for sound busi- 
ness practices, low overhead, ade- 
quate markup and large sales vol- 
ume. 

Experience being the best teacher 
by far, the nurseryman should ac- 
quire all the knowledge and experi- 
ence possible. He should strive to 
produce his product as cheaply as 
possible, taking advantage of every 
modern development of manpower 
management and of tool and equip- 
ment improvements. He should al- 
ways study the latest and most effec- 
tive merchandising methods. The 
speaker stressed the importance of 
buying the proper quantity and qual- 
ity of stock at the right time and at 
the right price. The development of 
new markets and the use of effective 
advertising were also discussed. 

Mr. Weldon reviewed the basic 
reasons why the public buys any 
product or service. Pride of owner- 
ship, the wish to be in style and the 
desire for comfort were stressed 
some of the most important reasons. 
A dependable product, excellent 
service, price and convenient loca- 
tion were cited as other factors in 
consumers’ purchasing habits.

trees. Other agencies in the state of 
Kansas distributed about 450,000 
trees, making a grand total of 1,042,- 
215 seedlings distributed in the state 
during the spring of 1957. Mr. Shaw 
warned the nurserymen present that 
seedling sales for the 1958 spring 
season were going to be dependent 
upon the availability of seedling 
conifers, especially of the eastern 
red cedar. 


Fertilizing Container Plants 


Jack Hill reappeared as the con- 
cluding speaker, outlining a program 
for fertilizing container-grown nurs- 
ery stock. His presentation was ac- 
companied by color slides. The 
standardization of growing medium, 
fertilization, etc., was stressed as 
being the all-important point in care 
of container-grown nursery stock. 
Without standardization, too many 
erratic and often disastrous results 
occur. 

He recommended a basic fertilizer 
incorporated into the medium to in- 
sure a low-level food supply for es- 
tablishment and development of the 
plant. This basic fertilizer should be 
high in magnesium, phosphate and 
calcium, but low in nitrate and 
potassium. It is important, too, es- 
pecially in establishment and de- 
velopment of a canned liner, that 
the plant never be injured by wilting 
or underfeeding. It has been proven 
that this type of injury affects the 
plant during its entire life. 

Since plants use fertilizer every 
day during their growing season, the 
more uniform a food level that can 
be maintained, the better. Sharp 
changes in the fertilizer level should 
be avoided. It is often difficult to 
accomplish, but applying small 
amounts of fertilizer at frequent in- 
tervals is the ideal way to fertilize. 

Accurate soil testing is essential 
to proper fertilization of canned 
nursery stock. Mr. Hill recommended 
the employment of commercial soil- 
testing laboratories when a problem 
arises. 

Water-Fertilizer Relation 

The frequency of fertilization can 
be gauged by the water usage, since 
a plant’s need for nutrients is di- 
rectly proportional to its water re- 
quirements. In other words, a plant 
using more water in its growing 
activity will require more fertiliza- 
tion. Hence, fast-growing plants re- 
quire more frequent applications of 
fertilizer, while the slow-growing 
ones require less. 

Since frequent heavy rains will 
leach nutrients from container-grown 
stock, an organic, slow-release nitro- 
gen fertilizer should be aplied about

Constant fer- 
tilization can be maintained until 
the ground freezes, as long as the 
growth level is maintained at an 
even rate. It has been found that 
widely fluctuating winter air tem- 
peré atures are injurious to container- 
grown stock. Rarely do fluctuating 
soil temperatures produce winter in- 
jury. It has also been found that by 
reducing the fertilization and growth 
level at the end of the growing 
season, plants will not become active 
so early in the spring, thus eliminat- 
ing late freeze injury. 

In maintaining salable plants, one 
should use an organic, slow-release 
fertilizer at the rate of one teaspoon- 
ful per can twice during the growing 
season. The urea-formaldehyde fer- 
tilizers were not recommended in 
maintaining salable container-grown 
nursery plants. 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Hill’s 
presentation, the business meeting 
of the Kansas Association of Nurs- 
erymen was held.

AMERICAN NURSERYA.AN 

New Fruit Varieties 
Announced For 

Northern Gardens 


Nine new varieties of fruits, with 
superior qualities for home gardens 
in the northern Great Plains region, 
are announced by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. They in 
clude four apples, two plums, two 
sand-cherry plums and one apricot 
variety. All were developed by Pom. 
ologist, W. P. Baird, of U. S. 1D. A, 
agricultural research service at the 
northern Great Plains field station, 
Mandan, N. D. These new varieties 
were selected for cold hardiness and 
are specially suited for trial plant- 
ing in the area that includes North 
Dakota, South Dakota, the eastern 
parts of Montana, Wyoming and 
Colorado and northern Minnesota. 

No trees of these varieties are 
available, but nurserymen desiring 
scions or budsticks of the new fruits 
may obtain them by writing to the 
Mandan station. Propagating wood 
for some varieties is limited. 

Details of the characteristics and 
performances of each variety follow: 

Apples 

Garrison is an apple selection from 
a cross between Oldenberg (Duch- 
ess) and Starking Delicious. It shows 
distinct quality superiority over most 
of the apple varieties grown in the 
area. Garrison is round, _long- 
stemmed, medium firm, juicy and 
mildly acid, with much of the pleas- 
ant taste of the Delicious parent. Its 
greenish-yellow background color is 
washed with red, and the red is 
striped and splashed with carmine. 
It is medium-size, about four fruits 
to a pound, and tested well for cook- 
ing purposes. This variety ripens in 
early September. 

Thorberg has similar Oldenberg- 
Starking Delicious parentage and 
also has superior quality. This fruit 
runs a little larger than Garrison, 
and the prevailing color is an attrac- 
tive red with distinct tan dots. Thor- 
berg is slightly oblate, juicy, slightly 
tart and pleasant tasting. It ripens in 
middle to late September. It also is 
a good cooking apple. The tree, like 
Garrison’s, is hardy and of moderate 
growth. 

Peace Garden, of Malinda-Olden- 
berg parentage, is a medium, round 
to slightly oblate apple. It is good 
for eating, especially if held in prop- 
er storage until late winter or early 
spring. Its color is red, with striped 
and splashed carmine, and it has a 
waxy surface. This apple is short- 
stemmed, firm, mildly acid and juicy; 
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it is another good cooking variety 
and ripens in late September. 

Killand, from a McIntosh-Dolgo 
cross, keeps well in storage and is 
best used in fall and winter. This 
apple runs from medium to slightly 
below-medium in size. The color 
gives a prevailing bright red effect, 
featuring distinct whitish dots. Like 
the other three varieties, Killand is 
recommended for most sections of 
the Great Plains, especially where 
wind protection is available. 

Plums 


Gracious is a plum seedling of 
Emerald, likely crossed with Red 
Wing, which it strongly resembles in 
certain ways. The tree is hardier 
than Red Wing, however, the foliage 
appearing healthier and with little 
shothole damage. Also, the fruit is 
more resistant to brown rot. Gra- 
cious’ color is mottled red, and its 
flesh is yellow. The fruit is roundish 
and rather large, about 12 fruits 
making a pound. It ripens in late 
August. 

Chinook is a smaller plum, about 
20 fruits making a pound; it is a 
seedling of Ojibwa. The fruit is 
bright red, round, firm and semi- 
freestone. It rated well in cooking 
tests. Chinook ripens in late August. 
Although smaller than Gracious, 
Chinook is still a large plum and is 
accounted a good pollinizer for other 
plums. 

Sacagawea, a sand-cherry plum, is 
a seedling of Sapa and bears its par- 
ent’s dark red flesh and mottled pur- 
ple skin. It is another plum valued 
most for making high-quality jam. 
All these hybrids, the U. S. D. A. 
warns, are vulnerable to extreme 
cold, but Sacagawea appears to be 
the hardiest of the lot. The fruit is 
round, medium firm, juicy and fairly 
sweet. 

Hiawatha, another Sapa seedling 
hybrid, is rated first in its class in 
taste tests and for jam making. The 
bush is fairly vigorous and spread- 
ing but can suffer winter 
injury when exposed to extreme 
cold. It seems to make good recov- 
ery, however. It is recommended for 
milder sections and _ well-sheltered 
sites in the northern Great Plains. 

Apricot Mantoy was derived from 
seeds obtained in Manchuria _ by 
U.S. D. A. plant explorers and sent 
to the station in 1925. It is large 
for a Manchurian apricot—about 
22 fruits to a pound—and the 
quality is good, either for eating or 
cooking. It usually ripens in early 
August. This variety is vulnerable to 
winter cold; so regular annual crops 
should not be expected. It is recom- 
mended for planting in milder sec- 
tions of the area.

Scilla Bifolia 


Older members of the profession 
will no doubt recall the little squill 
that used to be imported from Hol- 
land under the name of Scilla bifo- 
lia taurica. And they will also recall 
what a little beauty it was. That 
name has largely disappeared from 
trade literature; fortunately, the 
plant has not similarly disappeared. 
There are two plants available to- 
day as Scilla bifolia, and both kinds 
are worthy of consideration. 

One has little, nodding flowers of 
gentian blue, usually four or five 
to the 6-inch stem, appearing a few 
days earlier than the better known 
sibirica squills. This, I understand, is 
S. bifolia. One sometimes receives 
under the same name an entirely 
different plant that is taller (to 10 
inches) and a little earlier, with a 
larger flower and lighter color. Both 
are treasures in the early spring gar- 
den (just a little later than the snow- 
drops), especially if planted gener- 
ously. Then the gardener can use 
them for cutting, a role for which 
they are well suited in the home gar- 
dener’s scheme. They do well in al- 
most any well-drained location 
I have a large group planted in a 
lilac hedge, where they get no sun at 
all after the lilac foliage comes out 
usually self-sowing to the gardener’s 
joy. In a show garden, large num- 
bers of them may be used effectively 
in front of an evergreen hedge. Here 
in northern Michigan I find it ad- 
vantageous to place them in spots 
that are protected from the cold 
spring winds, not because the bulbs 
are tender, but because the flowers 
last longer. 

Tulipa Kaufmanniana 


Like most northern gardeners who 
love the first flowers of spring, I 
consider the water-lily tulip one of 
my favorites. And I suspect that it 
would catch the fancy of many 
clients who come to a nurseryman’s 
show grounds in early spring (differ- 
ent periods of April here, according 
to the warmth of the season). The 
only objection to them that I even 
heard is that they are too stiff, and 
that seemed farfetched to me. One 
could scarcely object to the combi- 
nation of colors, pale yellow inside, 
salmon pink outside, with white edg- 
es to the petals. It would be diffi- 
cult, too, to object to the brown- 


veined, dark green foliage, which 
makes a splendid background for the 
flowers. And its height of six inches 
fits it for many garden roles. If one 
has had discouraging experiences 
with the tulip species, he is likely 
to be pleasantly surprised by this 
hearty grower. In fact, it and the 
lady tulip, T. clusiana, self-sowed 
in my trials. 
Iris Lacustris 

Although I was never permanently 
successful with the culture of the 
lake iris (so-called, I suppose, be- 
cause it grows only along the shores 
of Lakes Huron, Michigan and Su- 
perior), I usually make a trip to 
see it each year when in bloom. And 
these pilgrimages have led me to 
accept the statement which I read 
two or three times, and never be- 
lieved, that the plant blooms twice, 
once in May, when it puts on its 
best show, and often again in late 
summer, usually August in the sec- 
tion that I visit. 

I am afraid it will never become 


a highly popular garden plant de- 
spite all its charms. It grows nat- 
urally in the pure sand of the lake 
shores, so near the water level that 
waves usually keep the roots in moist 
sand. For that reason, I could never 
make it entirely satisfied in my dry 
garden, though leafmold at the root 
and a little shade were of some bene- 
fit. I remember reading somewhere, 
though I do not find the reference 
at the moment, that Mrs. Wilder, an 
inveterate experimenter with un- 
usual plants, came to a similar con- 
clusion. 

Writers have long compared it 
to Iris cristata. In fact it was—and 
it still is, in some quarters—known 
as a variety of the latter. However, 
it is much smaller and more slender 
in all its parts. Its pretty little lilac 
flowers are among the most charm- 
ing of the iris blooms. 


The Gladwin

of old-time gardeners) has been in 
my garden, I remember it with af- 
fection because of its attractiveness 
in fall and winter bouquets. Its 
charm does not lie in its small, in- 
conspicuous purplish-gray flowers, 
but in its showy, persistent, red 
fruits, which last throughout the 
winter in dry bouquets. Indestruct- 
ible even under neglect, it should 
be good property for retail sales, 
and the wholesale grower of dried 
material should find a ready mar- 
ket for it. 


Clematis Davidiana 


Not all clematises climb, of course, 
but most amateur gardeners seem 
to think they do. That is probably 
why most of them have trouble fit- 
ting Clematis davidiana into their 
conception of the genus. Ethel Ar- 
mitage pointed up the plant's pe- 
culiarities when she wrote: “This 
clematis is unable to climb, and has 
flowers like a hyacinth, and leaves 
like a Japanese anemone, and a 
most heavenly smell.” That describes 
it sufficiently, I believe; so I need 
only add that the plant makes a 
bushy growth to three or four feet 
from a woody base, with tubular 
flowers in August and September. 

I notice that the powers that be 
do not give it a specific rank, set-

ting it down, instead, as a variety 
of C. heracleaefolia. Be that as it 
may, this Chinese plant is fairly 
hardy (it can be grown north of its 
safe line if cut back and mounded 
up at the approach of cold weather 
is of easy culture in a limy soil and 
blooms at a time when deep blue, 
fragrant flowers are needed in the 
perennial garden. 


A Half-Hardy Snapdragon 


I am tempted to call Antirrhi- 
num asarina a hardy snapdragon, for 
it is far hardier than one would ex- 
pect a Spanish plant to be. But its 
reaction to latitude is unpredictable. 
For instance, it never was reliably 
hardy in my northern Michigan gar- 
den; yet I found it decorating a 
wall 70 miles farther north. It en- 
joyed a southern exposure on this 
wall and had been growing there 
for several years. The explanation, 
I suspect, lies in the fact that it had 
been planted where it would nor- 
mally be covered with a_ heavy 
blanket of snow all through the win- 
ter. It had self-sown in the crevices, 
becoming more useful as a wall cov- 
ering from year to year. Its most 
impressive characteristic, to me, was 
its ability to survive the heat of the 
summer during which I last saw it. 
The pinks in the wall had succumbed 
to the heat. I noticed, too, that sem- 
pervivums, which would brighten 
up with the coming of cool, moist 
weather, were then shriveling up. 
But the Spanish snapdragon was 
smiling through it all, its trailing 
stems covered with woolly leaves and 
ivory-white, pink-nosed flowers. The 
plants had been blooming since 
spring and would continue into au- 
tum. These strong recommendations 
should convince any nurseryman 
that Antirrhinum asarina is a plant 
which will bear investigation to see 
if it can stand his winter climate. 

Alyssum Baldacci 


I mentioned this Albanian alyssum 
in the column a few years ago as 
something to be looked for and 
tried out when seeds reached the 
trade. Last week I had word from 
a friend in England who has found 
that it is everything that I said of 

It encourages me to say again a 
few words in its praise. 

I received Alyssum baldacci, ac- 
cording to my records, in 1939 from 
a collector in Albania. It flowered 
well in 1940 and 1941 and then 
died in the winter of 1942, perhaps 
because of a slight tenderness to 
cold. One would think that a home 
5,000 feet high in the mountains of 
northern Albania should endow any 
plant with a constitution that would 
carry it through most of America’s

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northern winters, but I find that few 
Albanian plants are reliably hardy 
in northern Michigan. Alyssum bal- 
dacci makes a dwarf spire of needle- 
like leaves unlike any alyssum or 
ptilotrichum (some botanists put it 
in the latter genus) that one is likely 
to find, and it produces mounds of 
pretty white flowers in spring. 

Linaria Aequitriloba 

A central Wisconsin reader asks 
if Linaria aequitriloba would be 
hardy in his section. This is one 
of the linarias of old that the bota- 
nists have put into the cymbalaria 
genus, renaming it Cymbalaria ae- 
quitriloba. 

The plant comes from Corsica 
sunny, hot Corsica: so one is asking 
a lot if he puts it in the open as 
far north as central Wisconsin or 
northern Michigan and expects it 
to survive the winters. An occasional 
planting in a specially warm nook 
might go through a mild winter. I 
do not know the northern limit of 
the plant’s hardiness, but I have 
seen it doing well, apparently over 
several years, at the southern tip of 
Ohio. Its only enemy there, where 
it was used to outline the joints of 
stone steps, was winter damp, a con- 
dition that was quite overcome when 
the plants were transferred to the 
good drainage of a wall. 

It makes little more than a film 
of green leaves on its prostrate root- 
ing stems and sends up 1-inch flow- 
er stems, which carry tiny, purple 
snapdragons through most of the 
summer. Easily grown from seeds, 
from divisions and from cuttings, the 
plant requires well-drained soil in 
full sun or light shade and moisture 
in dry weather, especially when 
growing in sun. 

Astrantia Minor 


I can offer little encouragement 
to the New York reader who asked 
for a note on the culture in eastern 
America of Astrantia minor. I knew 
when the inquiry came that we had 
some discouraging experiences with 
the plant, but could not recall spe- 
cific instances until I came upon an 
entry in my 1937 notebook, which 
I include here in part: “It may be 
true, as Seneca wrote, that ‘difficul- 
ties strengthen the mind, as labor 
does the body,” but I find little brac- 
ing influence following the most dif- 
ficult task of flowering Astrantia 
minor. The task, just completed, of 
flowering the plant in this climate 
was a rewarding one, despite the 
infinite need to bring it to fruition, 
though I should not care to attempt 
it again soon. First of all, it needed 
patience to get the seeds ge rminated, 
for, like many umbellifers, they are

notoriously tardy in coming up. 
Then, later, when it had to be 
shielded from the hot sun and pro- 
vided with constant moisture at the 
roots, the plants took more or less 
constant attention.” If our corre- 
spondent can provide these needs 
and an acid soil, he will find it an ab- 
sorbing adventure, though I doubt 
if he will have many clients who 
will care to tackle the task. The 
reward, it may be added, is in beau- 
tiful foliage, glossy green and deep- 
ly cut, and an entrancing inflores- 
cence of pretty white flowers on 6- 
inch stems. 


Rudbeckia Nitida 


A Kentucky reader asks if Rud- 
beckia nitida would be hardy in cen- 
tral Kentucky. I cannot say posi- 
tively, of course, never having grown 
it there or heard of its growing 
there, but I can see no reason why 
it would not be able to stand the 
winters of that section. It grows na- 
turally from Georgia to Texas. My 
curiosity with regard to the plant 
was first aroused when I read in 
Bowles’ “My Garden in Summer” 
that it was “one of Perry’s (mean- 
ing Amos Perry, the celebrated hy- 
bridizer) special treasures and ought 
to be everybody’s.” I should add 
Bowles was writing of Perry’s variety 
Herbstone. An English friend kind- 
ly saved me seeds of Herbstone, and 
I sowed them with keen anticipa- 
tion of getting something excellent. 
Unfortunately, it proved to be not 
hardy here in northern Michigan. 
It seems to do best in moist soil, 
which is difficult to provide on my 
dry hilltop. Nevertheless, it showed 
much promise here, even though it 
did not make the 7-foot growth as- 
cribed to Herbstone in England. If 
one had that variety and gave it a 
rich, moist soil, it might be possible 
to grow it to that stately stature. 
Then its wide, drooping petals of 
rich yellow, surrounding a central 
cone of green, would be something 
special to decorate the back of the 
perennial border or to use as a cut 
flower.

Megasea Cordifolia 


Megasea cordifolia (see bergenia 
and saxifraga, too), the leather ber- 
genia, is a handsome perennial from 
Siberia, though it makes itself at 
home in many parts of the United 
States. It can be seen on the Wilshire 
boulevard side of the Statler hotel at 
Los Angeles, Calif. I saw it at Port- 
land, Ore., and, of course, it is here 
at Pittsburgh. 

April 6, 1957, at Painesville, O., 
the temperature sank to 26 degrees, 
and the megasea blooms (22 inches 
high) stayed bent over all day after 
that freezing weather. They have 
been used in the shade next to the 
office of the Monrovia Nursery Co., 
Azusa, Calif. They are wonderful 
for accents in the rock garden. I 
hope they do not become mass-pro- 
duced, since they are unusual and 
should command a good markup. 
The flowers are rose-colored, and the 
large, heavy, leathery leaves make 
the plant outstanding. 


Growing Yews 


Although the Hatfield yew is gen- 
erally broader than the Hicks yew, 
exceptions to this rule sometimes 
appear. I have measured Hicks yews 
that had a 36-inch spread and were 
34 inches tall; I have also measured 
Hicks yews that had a 20-inch 
spread and were 36 inches tall. In 
the same nursery I measured Hat- 
field yews with a 20-inch spread and 
a height of 30 inches. The point I 
wish to make is that by pruning 
Hicks yew one can make its spread 
or diameter) the same as that of 
the Hatfield yew. 

I marvel at the way yews thrive 
either in the limestone soils of west- 
ern Ohio or in the acid soils of north- 
western Pennsylvania. The greatest 
danger in growing yews in the north 
central belt of our country is a 
spring freeze. Horace Wilson, Men- 
tor, O., says a freeze is harder on a 
yew than a transplanting. Just an- 
other reason to grow Taxus browni, 
which is a late starter in the spring. 


Random Notes 


In the fall birds eat a great many 
kinds of berries. Redbirds eat wild 
hawthorn fruits and cedar waxwings 
can be seen in droves eating haw- 
thorn berries. On December 6, 1956, 
I saw chickens flying up into bushes 
of Lonicera maacki podocarpa to eat 
the berries.

feed. A definite pocket soon begins 
to form where the larvae occur, and 
in a few days they are enclosed in 
galls. 

It is not unusual for galls to form 
on both sides of all of the large veins 
of a leaf, and a number of trees have 
been observed on which nearly all 
leaves were infested. 

The tiny larvae remain inside the 
galls during the summer, but drop 
to the ground before the oak leaves 
begin to fall. On a heavily infested 
pin oak at Wooster in 1956 all of 
the galls were occupied September 
24. By October 15, nearly all galls 
were empty, and larvae could be 
found in large numbers in the soil 
under the tree. The larvae remain in 
the soil, usually less than an inch 
from the surface, until early spring 
when they change to pupae and 
finally to adults. Only brood 
occurs each year. 


one 


The midge that causes the mar- 
ginal fold gall (Itonida foliora Rssl 
& Hkr.) is similar to the one that 
causes the vein pocket gall and has 
approximately the same life history 
The adults of the two species emerge 
at approximately the same time and 
both deposit eggs on the undersur- 
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face of the leaves. However, when 
the newly hatched larvae of the mar- 
ginal fold gall maker crawl to the 
upper surface of the leaf, they con- 
gregate on the leaf margins to begin 
to feed. The leaf margin then begins 
to thicken and fold upward and in 
a few days encloses the larvae. 

Severe marginal fold gall infesta- 
tions have been observed on red oak. 
as well as on pin cak. Although this 
gall seldom distorts the leaves so 
severely as does the vein pocket gall, 
it does reduce the efficiency of the 
leaves. Trees have been observed on 
which nearly all margins of all leaves 
appeared to be infested. 

The appearance of the adult 
midges in the spring must be syn- 
chronized with the development of 
the foliage. Adjacent red oak trees 
have been observed to vary several 
days in the time when the buds begin 
to break. One may develop a severe 
infestation of marginal fold galls and 
the other only an occasional gall. 

Both of these gall makers are at- 
tacked by natural enemies, particu- 
larly in late summer. As the galls 
begin to open, predaceous mites and 
thrips often attack them in consider- 
able numbers. It is probable that 
natural enemies will eventually re- 
duce an infestation to a point where 
it no longer attracts attention. How- 
ever, a marginal fold gall infestation 
on a group of red oak at 
Strongsville has continued relatively 
severe for a period of four years. The 
trees have not been damaged severe- 
ly, but their rate of growth has been 
reduced and, of course, their orna- 
mental value during that period has 
also been reduced. 

The control measure that appears 
most reliable consists of a spray ap- 
plied on the foliage and on the soil 
under the infested when the 
largest leaves are between one and 
two inches long. A spray containing 
one pint of 25 per cent lindane emul- 
sion in 50 gallons of water is sug- 
gested. If the entire tree can be cov- 
ered thoroughly, a considerable de- 
gree of control can be obtained by 
spraying after the first evidence of 
gall formation appears. It is prob- 
able, also, that a soil application 
alone will reduce the infestation if 
the infested area is localized and all 
of the soil under infested trees is 
treated. In that case, however, the 
application should be made when the 
longest leaves are less than one inch 
long.

maker was identified as Dasyneura 
gleditschae O.S. New leaflets on the 
growing tips of locust trees failed to 
open but grew into globular galls 
about one-eighth inch in diameter. 
The injury occurred on many trees, 
and in some cases none of the new 
leaves were developing normally. 

The life history was not deter- 
mined completely, but at least two 
broods developed that year. Adults 
emerged in considerable numbers in 
early July to deposit eggs of a second 
brood. 

The planting was sprayed with 
DDT July 6 and again about 10 days 
later. Thereafter the new leaves de- 
veloped normally and those that 
were infested eventually grew out of 
the injury. 


Mite Galls 


Maple bladder galls that common- 
ly occur on the leaves of silver ma- 
ple are caused by an eriophyid mite 
(Vasates quadripides Shimer) and 
are well-known. The mites enter 
hibernation in small folds or crevices 
of the bark of infested twigs in early 
fall. Inasmuch as parathion and 
malathion, as well as lime-sulphur, 
have proved effective in control of 
the mites, it seems safe to conclude 
that such a spray can be applied 
effectively on any warm day after 
the first of October. Complete cover- 
age can be effected more easily after 
the leaves have fallen, and the spray 
must be applied before new foliage 
appears in the spring. 

The ash flower gall, which occurs 
in the staminate flowers of white ash, 
is also caused by an eriophyid mite 
(Eriophyes fraxiniflora Felt). The 
injury becomes conspicuous when 
all of the staminate flower clusters 
on a tree are deformed and the large 
green masses remain on the tree un- 
til fall. These mites enter hibernation 
at approximately the same time and 
hibernate in the same manner as do 
those that cause maple bladder galls. 
Consequently, it is probable that the 
sprays that are effective in control of 
maple bladder galls will also control 
ash flower galls. 

Eastern Spruce Gall Aphid 

The pineapple-shaped gall on 
spruce, caused by the eastern spruce 
gall aphid, is a well-known pest. The 
insect lives over winter as an imma- 
ture female located at the base of a 
bud. Feeding in the spring results in 
a swelling of the tissues. The ap- 
pearance of offspring is synchronized 
with the development of the new 
growth. The newly hatched nymphs 
crawl into the newly exposed clus- 
ter of needles and feed at the swollen 
bases of the needles. The tissues con- 
tinue to swell and grow, and eventu-

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ally pockets form that enclose the 
insects. 

Late in the summer the galls open 

and winged females emerge and de- 
posit eggs on the needles. The 
nymphs of this brood crawl to the 
new growth, but only those that be- 
come established at the bases of buds 
survive to produce galls the following 
year. 
' The overwintering aphis can be 
killed with a dormant spray of lime- 
sulphur, but the attention of nursery- 
men should be called to the variation 
among spruce trees in susceptibility 
to attack by this insect. In most 
plantings of Norway and white 
spruce the infestation may be severe 
on individual trees and continue on 
such trees each year, whereas others 
may never develop galls. If trees are 
started from cuttings, an attempt 
should be made to take the cuttings 
from trees that are immune to attack 
by the spruce gall aphid. 


Cynipid Gall 


The noxious oak gall is the only 
cynipid gall that the writer has in- 
vestigated to any appreciable extent, 
and it has been observed only on 
swamp white oak. The foliage of a 
relatively large tree in a lawn at 
Elyria was severely disfigured in 
1954, and the average twig growth 
that year was less than one inch. 

Two generations of this gall maker 
occur each year. The adults of the 
overwintering brood emerge from 
woody twig galls in late March or 
early April. All are females and they 
begin laying eggs as soon as the buds 
break. A second brood of adults 
emerges from galls in the large veins 
and petioles of the leaves in June and 
July. Both males and females appear 
at that time, and the females are 
distinctly different from those of the 
earlier generation. 

The tree mentioned earlier was 
sprayed April 20, 1955, when the 
new growth began to appear, with 
a combination containing two quarts 
of 25 per cent DDT emulsion and 
four pounds of 25 per cent malathion 
powder to 100 gallons of water. The 
application burned the tender foli- 
age, but only a few galls developed 
that year and the tree grew more 
vigorously than during the previous 
year. In 1956, only one gall was ob- 
served and the tree growth ap- 
peared normal. 

In attempting to control gall mak- 
ers, one must remember that the 
activity of the insect is correlated 
with the development of the plant 
tissues. In many cases the period of 
time in which control measures are 
effective is short. The use of insecti- 
cides, therefore, must be timed care- 


fully.

C.A.N. RETAILING POINTERS 


The following statements of good 
business practices and objectives in 
selling nursery stock in the state are 
recommendations made recently by 
the retail merchandising committee 
of the California Association of Nurs- 
erymen: 

“1. Good places of business are 
one of the most important factors 
in good retailing. 

“2. Visible pricing throughout the 
store and nursery is an important 
aid. 

“3. Upgrading personnel is nec- 
essary in upgrading a business. 
“4. Owners of nurseries should 


raise their sights — strive for bigger 
and better things. 

“5. A training program could be 
handled by an assistant of the execu- 
tive secretary, although additional 
funds would be required. 

“6. High volume and rapid turn- 
over are difficult to obtain in the 
nursery industry. Therefore, in pric- 
ing nursery products, one should 
consider higher prices than would be 
normal where large volume is the 
rule, 

‘7. Customer traffic is all-impor- 
tant to any business, and ways and 
means to increase traffic in nurseries 
should be considered. Special events, 
such as sales and open-house pro- 
grams, are means of building traffic. 

“8. There is no substitute for qual- 
ity; so nurserymen should strive to 
sell quality products to customers. 

“9. It is a fallacy for growers to 
believe they can sell stock they have 
produced cheaper than others sell it 
at retail. Any grower should make a 
profit on the stock at the wholesale 
level, and its value should be figured 


at replacement cost; therefore, it 
should not be sold cheaper than its 
cost if replaced from a wholesale 
source. 

“10. Double markup is not enough 
on most nursery items. For a satis- 
factory net profit, the markup should 
be two and one-half times on con- 
tainer stock and three times on bare- 
root stock. Large-quantity purchases 
are the only reason for deviation 
from such markups. 

“11. Better cooperation from 
wholesalers can aid retailers in mer- 
chandising. Painted cans and picture 
labels on plants will benefit sales. 

“12. Wholesalers should increase 
their advertising of products, to as- 
sist buying at the retail level. They 
should also work out quantity dis- 
counts and follow standards of grad- 
ing more closely at the wholesale 
level. 

“13. Cooperative advertising in 
the whole nursery industry is a pro- 
gram that should be pushed by both 
wholesalers and retailers. 

“14. The trade’s publicity

Crown gall of roses, caused by soil 
bacteria, is a serious disease in many 
rose nurseries in California, espe- 
cially in those practicing limited crop 
rotation or none at all.

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ments to combat the disease, re- 
ported by Dr. Peter A. Ark, of the 
department of plant pathology, Uni- 
versity of California, Berkeley, and 
W. S. Sibray in the Plant Disease 
Reporter, volume 41, No. 5, was 
undertaken in the summer of 1955 
at a nursery in Alameda county and 
continued in the summer of 1956. 
Rose varieties used in the tests were 
Paul’s Scarlet, Manetti, Dr. Huey 
and Burr multiflora. Cuttings were 
dipped in streptomycin and _ tetra- 
cycline solutions of varying strength 
and in streptomycin dust. 

Results of the tests showed that 
89 per cent control of crown gall 
was affected in the Manetti cuttings 
and 74 per cent control in the Dr. 
Huey cuttings by a 2-hour strepto- 
mycin dip of 500 and 600 parts per 
million, respectively. No satisfactory 
control was shown by streptomycin 
dust. Tetracycline dips (100 ppm 
gave 67 per cent control in Manetti 
and only 40 per cent control in 
Paul's Scarlet. 

Also revealed by the tests was a 
significant difference in the resist- 
ance of the plants themselves to 
crown gall. Of the varieties tested, 
Burr multiflora was found to be 
the most resistant and Paul's Scarlet 
the most susceptible.

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BOOK REVIEWS 








HOME GREENHOUSE 

Primarily written for the gardener 
who wishes to indulge in the luxury 
of a greenhouse and grow plants 
the year around, “Beneath the 
Greenhouse Roof,” by Charles H. 
Potter, not only fulfills this purpose 
extremely well, but contains infor- 
mation which the commercial grow. 
er will find valuable, pertaining not 
so much to operation as to crops. 

The author has been associated 
with the florists’ business all his life. 
has operated both a wholesale and 
a retail business, has written much 
about both and at present is secre- 
tary of several trade associations at 
Portland, Ore. 

Just published by Criterion Books, 
at $5.95, this 240-page book has a 
number of sketches having to do 
with greenhouse construction, opera- 
tions and crops that add to the use. 
fulness of the instructive text. 

The chapters include the con- 
struction and various phases of 
equipping the greenhouse, methods 
of propagation, transplanting, pot- 
ting and feeding, miscellaneous ideas 
on growing and, in successive chap- 
ters, particular comment on cut 
flowers to be grown, potted plants, 
orchids, roses, bulbs, exotics and 
various other less-common items to 
be found in the greenhouse. The 
book is packed full of information 
and ideas for greenhouse growers. 


HOME NURSERY 

The purpose of the book, “Be 
Your Own Nurseryman,” is to in- 
struct the amateur gardener who 
has progressed far enough to desire 
to produce some of the plants for 
his grounds. But it also assists the 
sealuiien nurseryman in two 
ways. One is the recommendation of 
the commercial nurseryman as 4 
source of seedling plants and other 
small material which the homeowner 
may grow on, as many do already. 
The second is to show the amateur 
how much work, time and equip- 
ment go into the production of 
nursery stock, so that he will under- 
stand more than ever before the 
justification of prices which at first 
seem high. 

The book would be a good ont 
for any homeowner, because it gives 
a better understanding of the pro 
duction and care of the plants he 
has set out, so that he will value 
them and treat them with increased 
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consideration. The book is easy read- 
ing for the public, not a textbook. 
The opening chapters have to do 
with the planning of the nursery 
garden, equipment and tools and 
the starting of stock by various pro- 
pagation methods. Late chapters 
have to do with the maintenance 
of the nursery and the transplanting 
of the stock. Lists of trees, shrubs, 
hedges and vines, according to uses 
and types, give ready assistance. 

This 223-page book, published by 
M. Barrows & Co., at $3.50, is 
written by Robert Scharff, who has 
written books and articles on a 
number of outdoor sports and hob- 
bies, and his experience is shown 
in the able presentation of his ma- 
terial. 


CITRUS FRUITS 

In 1904 Dr. H. Harold Hume wrote 
“Citrus Fruits and Their Culture.” 
which was succeeded by “The Cul- 
tivation of Citrus Fruits.” in 1926. 
The latter book is now revised un- 
der the title of “Citrus Fruits” and 
published by the MacMillan Co.., at 
$10.50. 

As these former books were con- 
sidered the authority on the subject 
in their day, so this +40-page hand- 
book will be regarded in the same 
light. It covers cultivation, breeding, 
propagation and grafting of every 
type of citrus fruit. New material 
treats the practices in recent years 
with regard to tillage and nutritional 
foliar sprays, dusting and fumigat- 
ing for insects and diseases. The book 
contains 213 illustrations, most of 
them excellent photographic repro- 
ductions. 

Dr. Hume is, of course, known for 
his long service to Florida horticul- 
ture and agriculture, and in his 87th 
year has produced another volume 
which will enhance his already re- 
doubtable reputation. 


BULB GROWING 


“Bulb Growing for Everyone” was 
written by J. F. Ch. Dix, one of the 
most prominent figures in horticul- 
ture, especially relating to bulbs, in 
Holland. Translated into English, 
this 147-page book has just been 
issued in this country by the Pitman 
Publishing Co., at $3.95. It is de- 
signed for those who wish to grow 
bulbs in the home and in the garden. 
It contains 24 color plates, each de- 
picting several varieties, and there 
are a number of line illustrations. 

After a couple of brief chapters 
on the history of the principal bulbs. 
the various means of growing them 
in the home are discussed. ‘Types

SHADE TREE CONFERENCE

Shade Tree Conference will be held 
in August, 1958, at Asheville, N. C. 

The conference was formally de- 
clared in session Monday morning, 
August 26, by President Homer L. 
Jacobs. Mr. Jacobs introduced W. 
H. Nobel, Jr., director of Fairmount 
park, who officially welcomed the 
conference to Philadelphia. Phila- 
delphia was fortunate, he asserted, 
in that it contained many large 
parks that are maintained in semi- 
natural condition. Citing Fairmount 
park as an example, he said this 
4,000-acre tract contained about 130 
species of trees, about one half of 
which are native to the area. He 
gave credit to the civic leaders of 
early Philadelphia for the abund- 
ance of park land now owned by 
the city. 


Growth Factors 


The educational program was 
opened with a paper, “How a Tree 
Grows,” presented by W. H. Camp, 
of the department of botany, Uni- 
versity of Connecticut, Storrs. Brief- 
ly describing the functions of the 
various parts of a tree, Dr. Camp 
emphasized the importance of the 
root system. More than half the 
bulk of a tree, he asserted, is under- 
ground; hence, it is most important 
that roots be given careful attention 
in the cultural treatment of trees. 
As an example of the extent of root 
systems, he said a single rye plant 
could develop 2,000,000 feet of root 
growth in two cubic feet of soil. 

Mentioning the difficulty of root 
pruning taprooted trees for trans- 
planting, he suggested placing a cop- 
per screen well below the soil surf- 
ace at the time of planting the seed 
or lining out the seedling. This, he 
said, would tend to prevent the de- 
velopment of taproots and induce 
more or less lateral root growth. He 
pointed out that many mycorhizae 
were beneficial in the development 
of roots and suggested that the time 
might come when mycorhizal fungi 
would be introduced into the soil 
at planting time to aid in the estab- 
lishment of the tree. In conclusion, 
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establishment of approved control 
measures in all cities threatened by 
Dutch elm disease. He declared an 
important part of the control pro- 
gram consists of having competent 
technical supervision of the working 
force. 
Operational Plans 


A panel discussion was held on the 
topic “Departmental Crews vs. Con- 


tract Crews for Municipal Shade 


Tree Operations,” in which the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of both 
methods of accomplishing work were 
presented. Panel members included 
Carl Schiff, arboriculturist of the de- 


partment of parks, Brooklyn, N. Y.; 


Thomas F. Greeley, village forester, 

Oak Park, Ill.; W. P. Lanphear ITI, 
of the Forest City Tree Protection 
Co., South Euclid, O., and discus- 
sion leader T. J. Haskell, assistant 
city forester, Lansing, Mich. 

In his presentation, Carl Schiff 
said much work in his area was be- 
ing done under contract, because 
of limited personnel and the many 
types of work required in_ his 
program. Besides planting, spray- 
ing, fertilizing and other phases of 
tree care, he said, city crews were 
confronted with the necessity of 
combatting the Dutch elm disease

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Yes— more Landscape and Nursery Men are 
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and other serious tree ailments, 
which had increased in recent years. 
Much of this work had to be com- 
pleted within short seasonal periods, 
he pointed out, and this required 
more men than were available 
among city employees. The problem 
was satisfactorily solved, he said, by 
letting out contracts for removal of 
dead and dying trees, the bids being 
prepared on the basis of size group- 
ings and the contractors working 
under qualified inspectors. 

Work accomplished under a dual 
system of city crews and contract 
workmen was described by Tom 
Greeley. Prior to the time he came 
to Oak Park about three years ago, 


this city had no forestry department, 
and a great deal of pruning, as well 
as other phases of tree work, was 
needed. He outlined the procedure 
of organizing a city forestry de- 
partment and indicated that giving 
contracts for work was begun more 
as a temporary measure to 
undertake and complete urgent work

items. In three years’ time under 
this program, he said, 13,500 trees 
were pruned, more than 500 re- 


moved and 1,300 given special at- 
tention in the form of fertilizing, 
cabling and bracing and work of 
similar nature. 

W. P. Lanphear described the ar- 
rangements made between his com- 
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pany and the city of Cleveland 
Heights and neighboring villages for 
work performed under contract and 
discussed the advantages derived by 
the communities under this method 
of operation. These were listed 
follows: 

1. Private tree service companies 
can well serve a number of small 
cities where funds are not adequate 
to equip and maintain city forestry 
crews. Such communities can ob- 
tain the maximum in_ productive 
work under contract at a minimum 
of cost. 

2. Good work performed under 
contract promotes respect among 
residents of the community for tree 
care operations and creates good 
will toward village officials. 

3. Well-organized private tree 
service crews are versatile, can per- 
form ably all types of tree work and 
move quickly when work is com- 
pleted within a given community. 

4. No politics are involved in 
work performed under bid con- 
tracts. 

The community or village offi- 
cials are relieved of labor problems. 


Container Growth Problem 


Of special interest to nurserymen, 
arborists and others who propagate 
and transplant trees and shrubs on 
a large scale was a paper titled 
“Effect of Container Growing on 
Tree Roots,” given by Ray R. Hirt, 
of the college of forestry, State Uni- 
versity of New York, Syracuse. He 
raised the question as to the possi- 
bility of impervious containers’ caus- 
ing early deformation of the root 
system of trees and shrubs planted 
therein, resulting in retarded plant 
gowth or mortality several vears 
after transplanting. He told of ex- 
amining at one time numerous white 
pines that had been started in pots 
and later transplanted and finding 
that those which failed to make 
good growth had gnarled, twisted 
toot systems. He attributed this 
condition to abnormal development 
of the roots while still potted and 
their failure to resume normal 
growth after transplanting. 

In recent years, Dr. Hirt said, he 
had found a considerable number 
of ailing young ornamental shrubs 
and trees with a tightly entangled 
mass of roots similar to those of the 
white pines. When plant roots are 
restricted to a small space, he said, 
many laterals tend to develop, and 
laproots may grow in a spiral and 
later girdle the tree or shrub unless 
removed at the time of transplant- 
ing. He presented a series of slides

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Eeonomiecal Lawn Construction Tools 


The age of mechanical equipment 
is here. Such equipment must be 
utilized in the construction and 
planting of a lawn if one is to operate 
his business at a profit. 

The use of large numbers of labor- 
ers, both skilled and unskilled, is 
prohibitive in the construction of a 
large lawn area, but mechanical tools 
can substantially reduce the con- 
struction cost of a lawn. 

I am not advocating equipment 
operated by remote control or the 
use of a mechanical brain to con- 
struct a lawn. I am advising turf 
men, lawn construction men and 
landscape gardeners to consider some 
of the laborsaving tools and equip- 
ment that are on the market or can 
be built to suit specific needs. 

Schools, factories, athletic fields, 
highways and allotments are but a 
few of the large areas that require 
grass and erosion control. 

Let us take a public school with 
four acres of grass area as a hypo- 
thetical example of a plot to be 
planted to grass and discuss the mod- 
ern equipment available for the job. 


Initial Operations 


The plans, both for grading and 
grass planting, are usually drawn 
and specified by the building archi- 
tect. The general contractor sublets 
the grading and replacing of topsoil 
to a grading contractor. Under nor- 
mal conditions the subsoil has been 
compacted by continuous travel, the 
topsoil has been replaced to the best 
ability of the bulldozer operator and 
the surface drainage is satisfactory. 
The landscape contractor now enters 
the picture and in many 
to undo or cover the mistakes made 
by the other contractors. 


Cases tries 


If one is to have any success with 
grass the compact soil must be bro- 
ken to a depth of eight to 12 inches 
to allow tillage of the soil, drainage 
and nutrient movement. 

Some equipment available to do 
such a job is the hydraulic scarifier 
of a road grader, a rooter mounted 
on the rear of a bulldozer or a sub- 
soiler on the rear of a tractor. The 
job itself may determine which is 
best, and in certain cases a Roto- 
tiller may prove satisfactory. 

If the grades do not have to be 
changed and only minor movement 
of topsoil is necessary to create a 
level surface, it is advisable to make 
an application of high phosphorus

fertilizer while the surface is smooth 
and before the subsoil has been bro- 
ken. An excellent fertilizer spreadet 
is the Gandy. The use of the 5-foot 
model with a tractor hitch has many 
advantages. Ease of movement, posi- 
tive action and durability are but a 
few. 


Many Tillers Available 


After the subsoil has been broken 
a stony, cloddy, loose mixture of de- 
bris is ready for the next operation. 
Many tools are available for break- 
ing clods and general tillage of soil 
The spring-toothed harrow, culti- 
packer, disk and a clod buster are 
good implements. 

After the soil has been worked, the 
final grade is ready to be established. 
Low spots must be filled, high spots 
removed and surface drainage in- 


stalled. None of these small « pera- 
tions are done by the grading con. 
tractor. 

Many pieces ol equipment and at- 
tachments for grading are available 
and do an excellent job. For instance 
the Farmall Cub, with a blade at 
tached in front, is highly maneuver. 
able and permits a wide range of 
vision. If one to three inches of 
loose soil is to be moved short dis- 
tances this little tractor is unbeat- 
able. It can also be used to pull the 
fertilizer or lime spreader, as well 
as to spread topsoil. 

The York rake is another tool ex. 
cellent for preparing the final grade. 
If the soil is not hard or compacted 
this rake, when slanted, will accumu- 
late stones and debris in windrows 
and fill low spots in one operation. 
It may be used to spread soil, but 
I have found the Farmall Cub more 
economical for this purpose. 

The use of the Gandy spreader is 
advisable for applying the final fer- 
tilizer mixture or for spreading lime, 
if it is required. Here again the 
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Mechanized planting eliminates human error—insures better survival.

in seeding a large area as one drawn 
by a tractor. 

The Brillion seeder has solved 
many of my seeding problems. This 
seeder fastened to a 3-point hydrau- 
lic hitch is fast and windproof, cov- 
ering the seeds and firming the soil 
all in one operation. Many other 
seeders are available, but for eco- 
nomical lawn construction I prefer 
tractor attachments rather than sep- 
arate motorized units for each oper- 
ation. The use of water as a carrier 
in the seeding of banks is good, but 
I doubt that its use on level areas 
or areas workable with tractors 
would be economical. 

Late seeding involves the problem 
of preventing erosion of the area be- 
fore seed germination. An applica- 
tion of mulch is advisable if planting 
is done in late fall and no germina- 
tion is expected until spring. For a 
fast application of mulch the use of 
an ensilage cutter is unbeatable. The 
mulch is cut and then blown on the 
area to any depth desired. 

Another problem loss of the 
mulch by wind—arises at this point. 
Stakes to hold the straw from blow- 
ing are effective but expensive. Snow 
fence is also good, but overhead cost 
is excessive. Wetting with water is 
not advisable. Disking lightly has its 
merits, but mother nature must ulti- 
mately come to the rescue with rains, 
or many areas will become bare in a 
short time. 


Follow-Up Advisable 


Many landscape men have the 
opinion that after the last seeding 
operation their duties are over, and 
a final payment is forthcoming. I 
think one can improve relations with 
his client by calling the following 
spring. The use of ecuipment in off 
seasons is good business. Fertilizer 
spreading, aeration of soil and use 
of weed killers and herbicides are a 
few operations that can be sold in 
spring. In certain cases, erosion may 
have occurred, and soil and seeds 
may be needed. By showing an in- 
terest in a job after it is completed 
the contractor creates an opportun- 
ity for gaining further work and 
sales. 

A good turf is not established 
less than two growing seasons. The 
use of equipment to improve the es- 
tablishment of the grass after the 
original job has been done certainly 
is beneficial to both client and con- 
tractor.

LOUISIANA TRADE SURVEY 


The report of a survey of Louisi- 
ana’s nursery and greenhouse indus- 
try made in 1956 is given in bulletin 
No. 511 of the agricultural experi- 
ment station. Louisiana State Uni- 
versity. University Station, Baton 
Rouge. Written by A. C. Harper, 
R. H. Hanchey and M. D. Woodin, 
of the station staff, the bulletin re- 
ports that horticultural specialty 
crops grown in Louisiana brought 
a return of $3,449,854 to their pro- 
ducers in 1955. Commercial growers 
received $3.239.188. and the rest of 
the total went to small part-time 
producers. Approximately two thirds 
of this total was accounted for by 
the sale of ornamental crops and 
the remaining one third by floricul- 
tural sales. 

Of the 107 commercial producers 
of horticultural specialties in Louisi- 
ana, 80 reported that the production 
of general nursery stock accounted 
for all or the main part of thew 
growing operation, while 27 were 
engaged in the production of flori- 
cultural crops only. The survey re- 
vealed that the nursery and green- 
house industry in the state was rel- 
atively new, 61 per cent of the grow- 
ers having started operations afte: 
1940. In general, the growers wh 
have started in business in the past 
10 years are expanding acreage mort 
rapidly than the older growers. 

The bulletin reports that Louisi- 
ana nurserymen had the equivalent 
of 3,094 acres of field-planted stock 
in 1956, a large part of the acreag¢ 
being planted to broad-leaved ever- 
ereens. The growing of ornamentals 
in containers is increasing in im- 
portance among the state’s nursery- 
men. 

Approximately 54 per cent of the 
total income received by growers 
was produced by sales to out-of-state 
buvers. Of the $3,239,188 received

of weeds in stands of field, forage 
and horticultural crops, the circular 
also presents control measures for 
many individual weeds and undesir- 
able woody plants.

showing abnormal root develop- 
ment, including clublike growths, 
densely tangled masses and taproots 
that entirely encircled the base of 
the trunk and laterally growing 
roots. Evidence of fungus invasion 
of the roots was noticeable in some 

cases. 


Because the growing of plants in 
containers is now an_ established 
phase of nursery work and one that 
promises to increase in importance, 
Dr. Hirt said research ought to be 
undertaken to provide answers to 
problems that may arise through 
this method of handling stock. He 
suggested that studies should be 
made to determine whether or not 
roots of potted plants will develop 
normally after transplanting; what 
special care, if any, should be given 
trees and shrubs that had been 
grown in impervious containers; how 
holdover potted plants should be 
handled by retailers, and whether or 
not differences in shape of containers 
affected root development.

In opening his discussion, “Selec- 
tion and Propagation of Functional 
Shade and Street Trees,” Maunsell 
Van Rensselaer, of the Saratoga 
Horticultural Foundation, Saratoga,

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creating an unprecedented demand 
for tree species suitable for planting 
around homes and along streets of 
new community developments. Fac- 
tors to be considered in selecting and 
propagating trees for such uses, he 
said, include (1) size, growth habit 
and conformation, (2) color of flow- 
ers and foliage and (3) cost of main- 
tenance. The demand is increasing, 
he said, for trees with more color 
and for smaller-type trees. In new 
plantings along streets, he said, cities 
desire trees that are uniform in 
growth rate, color, shape and other 
characteristics, both for the sake of 
apparance and to lessen the cost of 
maintenance. 

In speaking on methods of propa- 
gation, Mr. Van Rensselaer said 
unusually great variation is found 
in trees grown from seeds in Califor- 
nia. Commenting that climatic 
conditions may influence growth 
characteristics, he said sweet gum, 
Liquidambar styraciflua, often grows 
to 100 feet in height in California 
and develops into a broad, rather 
unshapely tree. Using color slides 
to supplement his remarks, he de- 
sribed several other trees used along 
the west coast and discussed methods 
of propagation. These subjects in- 
duded magnolia; tulip tree; Pistacia 
chinensis, which he said had excel- 
lent fall color resembling that of the 
sugar maple of New England; Gink- 
go biloba, and others. He said the 
best trees are propagated by bud- 
ding or taking cuttings. 


Borer Control 


“Tree Borers and Effective Con- 
trol Methods” was the title of an 
interesting talk given by Donald L. 
Schuder, of the department of en- 
tomology, Purdue University, La- 
fayette, Ind. Using a series of color 
ides, Dr. Schuder pointed out 
identifying characteristics and sug- 
gested control methods for tree 
borers commonly found in the mid- 
west. These included the apple tree 
borer, peach borer, bronze birch 
borer, locust borer and many other 
types of the pest. 

Remarking that newly planted 
ies are particularly subject to 
borer attack because of their weak- 
ened condition, Dr. Schuder recom- 
mended planting with a large ball 
of soil, root pruning and top prun- 
ing. He emphasized the importance 
of using good soil in back-filling, 
placing a nonburning fertilizer in 
the root zone, watering liberally and 
mulching. He also advocated the 
we of anti-desiccants; wrapping the 
unk with aluminum foil, tree- 
wapping paper or other suitable 
material, and spraying the trunk 
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and lower branches with DDT, 
lindane or similar residual insecti- 
cides in a wettable power form. The 
spray should be applied, he said, 
early in the season, usually in May 
or June. One or two sprays usually 
provide good control of borers it 
was reported. 

Dr. William C. Kennard and Dr. 
Wilbur D. McClellan, of the state 
experiment stations division, agri- 
cultural research service, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., were co-authors 
of a paper on “Support of Research 
at State Agricultural Experiment 
Stations by Federal-Grant Appro- 
priations.” The history of the agri- 
cultural research service was briefly 
outlined, the procedure by which 
state experiment stations become eli- 
gible for federal aid explained and 
current research projects _ listed. 
The research includes work on the 
testing and development of new 
plants; experiments on the control 
of insects, diseases and nematodes; 
studies of soil-water-plant relation- 
ships; investigation of the effects of 
fertilizers and various chemicals on 
the soil and on plant productivity; 
studies of weed control methods, 
and many similar projects. 


Attracting Personnel 


In his paper, “Attracting Quality 
Personnel to Arboriculture,” Noel 
B. Wysong of the Cook county for- 
est preserve district, River Forest, 
Ill., attributed much of the current 
employment difficulties in the tree 
industry to the relatively low wages 
and salaries paid in this field. He 
said the evaluation of trees, from 
those being grown in the nursery 
to mature specimens, had not kept 
pace with economic conditions. 
Stating that salaries and wages of 
workers in any field are based on 
the accepted value of the commodity 
produced, he urged reconsideration 
of the principles of tree evaluation 
with a view toward general increases 
in the dollar value of trees. He 
recommended that efforts be made 
to publicize the great value of trees 
to the homeowner, to the community 
and to the public generally. 


Defining antibiotics as a group 
of organisms that are toxic to other 
organisms, John C. Dunegan, hor- 
ticultural crops research branch, 
agricultural research service, U. S. 
D. A., Beltsville, Md., stated that 
antibiotics constitute a new and 
fascinating tool in the field of plant 
disease control. He warned, how- 
ever, that they should not be con- 
sidered a cure-all. He said they now 
are known to be useful against cer- 
tain specific plant diseases and listed 
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fire blight, cherry leaf spot, cedar 
apple rust, lilac blight, white pine 
blister rust, sweet fern rust and 
crown gall as examples of diseases 
against which antibiotics can be 
used with considerable success. 


Antibiotics Costly 


One of the obstacles to greater 
use of antibiotics in plant disease 
control, Dr. Dunegan said, is their 


high cost. He said the value of the 


tree treated must be great enough to 
ustify expenditures averaging about 
$1.10 for material alone for each 
spray, with three to seven sprays 
usually being required. He said 
it is not known exactly how anti- 
biotics funtion, but it is believed 
that some, at least, are translocated 
through the plant and may tend to 
neutralize the toxins of the disease 
pathogen. A fact that substantiates 
this theory, he said, is that anti- 
biotics tend to retard the growth 
of crown gall cells. 

Dr. Dunegan suggested that ar- 
borists should sell clients on the use 
of antibiotics plus removal of cank- 
ered areas in the control of fire 
blight. He said canker removal was 
a must, adding that one of the weak- 
nesses of antibiotics is that after the 
fire blight bacteria become estab- 
lished in the tissues of the host plant, 
the use of these materials alone is 
not effective. He warned that anti- 
biotics are preventive in action, 
rather than curative. Applications 
of the spray materials should begin 
during the period of bloom, he said. 
Dr. Dunegan stated that work to 
date indicated little promise of anti- 
biotics’ being useful in the control of 
oak wilt, Dutch elm disease and 
other virus diseases. He mentioned 
that antibiotics in oil emulsion gave 
good results against white pine blis- 
ter rust and concluded by presenting 
a number of color slides illustrating 
the use of antibiotic materials. 

Systemic Insecticides 

A topic in which many arborists 
have expressed interest, that of sys- 
temic insecticides, was ably discussed 
by Dr. C. C. Hamilton, of the depart- 
ment of entomology, New Jersey Ag- 
ricultural experiment station, New 
Brunswick. Defining systemic insec- 
ticides as those which are absorbed 
and translocated in the plant in suf- 
ficient amounts to kill insects, he said 
they could be absorbed through the 
seeds, leaves, bark or roots. He said 
selenium was one of the first system- 
ics used, but such material as Phos- 
drin, Systox, Thimet and Sytam had 
been used in more recent experi- 
mental work. 

The period during which system- 
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ic insecticides remain effective aft. 
er application varies. In cotton 
plants, for example, the effectiyy 
period is from six to eight weeks. 
Dr. Hamilton said. Concerning phy. 
totoxicity, he stated that systemic 
insecticides are no more likely to 
cause injury to plants than are othe 
phosphate insecticides. He warned. 
however, that the systemics in gep. 
eral are highly toxic to animals and 
humans and can be taken into tl 
body by absorption through the ski; 
or by inhaling the vapor through the 
nose or mouth. He cautioned agains 
their use on shade trees at present 
because of the danger of the spray’s 
drifting and coming in contact with 
the operators, but said  systemics 
might be used to advantage in nurs. 
eries where the plants are small and 
there is slight danger from spray 
drift. Systemics have been used suc- 
cessfully, he said, to control mites, 
borers. leaf hoppers, lace bugs and 
leaf miners, and further tests are be- 
ing conducted by many experimental 
agencies to determine the effect of 
systemics in the control of bagworm,. 
scale and other pests. 


Utility Maintenance 


The Thursday morning program 
was arranged by the public utility 
arborists’ committee and consisted of 
a panel discussion of problems per- 
taining to utility line clearance and 
right of way maintenance opera- 
tions. C. E. Lee, Southern California 
Edison Co., Ltd., Los Angeles, served 
as chairman, and Keith L. Davey, 
Davey Tree Surgery Co., Ltd., San 
Francisco, Calif., acted as moderator 

Speaking on the subject “Public 
Relations and Line Clearing,” John 
W. Anderson, general superintendent 
of the Philadelphia Electric Co. 
Philadelphia, Pa., emphasized _ the 
point that good public relations is 
important in all fields of business and 
particularly so in the operation of 
public utilities. 

Stating that all employees of his 
organization, from top executives to 
laborers, were given careful schooling 
in maintenance of friendly relations 
with the public, he added that this 
type of training is extended even to 
contractors’ crews, in order that thei 
actions may reflect credit to the 
utility company. He said each new 
employee, upon reporting for work, 
receives a card of instructions and 
regulations, upon which is prom- 
inently printed “Good public re 
lations is one of this company’s most 
valued assets.” 

Occurrences that strain public re- 
lations, he said, include service inter- 
ruptions due to storms and othe! 
causes, erection of poles that mar 
the landscape and tree pruning op- 
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cultural work today, their purchase 
substantially increases the equipment 
investment of the arborist. In 1930, 
he said, the equipment investment of 
the tree service company amounted 
to about $100 per employee; in 1940 
that amount rose to $250; in 1945 it 
was $300, and in 1955, $2,500. He 
predicted that by 1960 the figure 
might increase to $5,000 per em- 
ployee. He concluded his talk by 
showing a series of slides contrasting 
arboricultural tools and equipment 
of 20 years ago with those in common 
use today. 
Chemical Brush Control 

The final paper on public utility 
problems was presented by W. C. 
Bramble of the school of forestry, 
Pennsylvania State University, Uni- 
versity Park. His subject was 
“What's New in Chemical Brush 
Control.” Commenting that there 
are many chemical herbicides on 
the market and more appearing each 
vear, Dr. Bramble asserted that no 
matter how good they may be, they 
are worthless unless applied at the 
right time and in the proper man- 
ner. 

Based on techniques of applica- 
tion, he said sprays are classified 
as broadcast foliage, stem foliage, 
semibasal, basal and broadcast basal. 
In broadcast foliage spraying done 
from trucks, he said, good leaf kill 
and partial stem kill can be ex- 
pected from an application of 80 gal- 
lons of spray materials per acre in 
areas where this amount of spray 
averages slightly less than one quart 
per stem of brush. He stated, how- 


ever, that there would be a con- 
siderable amount of regrowth. He 
suggested the use of 2.4-D low- 


volatile esters at a concentration of 
four pounds to 100 gallons of water. 

In stem-foliage spraying, 200 to 
300 gallons of material per acre are 
applied, or enough to result in run- 
down on the stems. He said this 
method gives good top kill to the 
ground line, and only a moderate 
amount of regrowth occurs. Heavy 
sprays of 2,4-D, 2,4.5-T or Am- 
mate applied in June, he said, give 
96 per cent top kill, with about 19 
per cent regrowth. In the semibasal 
method of spraying, Dr. Bramble 
advised June applications. The lowe1 
branches and bases of the stems and 
trunks should be drenched with the 
spray, which is applied under high 
pressure. He said about 75 per cent 
top kill can be expected within a 
few days. In the basal method, the 
materials are applied to the lowe 
18 inches of the trunk in sufficient 
quantity to cause run-down into the 
root collar. This method may be

Shade Tree Genetics 


“Genetics and the Production of 
Improved Shade Trees” was the sub- 
iect of a paper prepared jointly by 
Dr. Jonathan Wright, of the depart- 
ment of forestry, Michigan State 
Universary, East Lansing, and Dr. 
Ernst J. Schreiner, of the north- 
eastern forest experiment station, 
U.§. D. A., Upper Darby, Pa., Dr. 
Wright made the presentation. He 
aid there are some 75 agencies sup- 
ported by government and private 
organizations in the United States 
and Canada, employing some 200 
workers, engaged in projects aimed 
toward the production of better 
wees. He said the work involves 
collection of seeds from many sources 
both at home and abroad, hybridiza- 
tion, and experiments with numerous 
exotic species. Most of the hybrids, 
he said, do not come true from seeds, 
but added that red horse chestnut 
was an exception to this rule. Men- 
tioning colchicine as being one of 
the newer materials that may prove 
seful in hybridization work, Dr. 
Wright said the use of this product 
gave better control of plant inheri- 
tance characteristics. In seed col- 
kction, he said, it had been found 
that the seeds taken from isolated 
trees often are not viable, or that 
the offspring are weak and stunted 
n growth. He showed a number of 
‘ides illustrating methods of con- 
trolled pollination, seed collection 
and variations in growth, color and 
susceptibility to insects and diseases 
that occur in hybrid plants.

These streaks 
sually extend long distances. he 
said. The disease may plug the con- 
ducting vessels in the xylem, and 
may produce toxins that are harmful 
to the tree. Such toxins, he said, are 
not destroyed by heat. Laboratory 
diagnosis is necessary, he empha- 
sed, for positive identification of 
the disease. 

Concerning control of verticillium 
wilt, Dr. Dochinger advised removal 
and burning of infected plants when 
this is feasible. He said a fertilizer 
with a high nitrogen content applied 
to infected trees made both the tree 
and the fungus grow more rapidly, 
but that this method of treatment 
might be helpful in cases where the 
fungus had become 
dormant. Inhibitory compounds, he 
remarked. shows some promise, but 


more or less 


more study of such materials is need- 
ed before recommendations can be 
made. In controlling the disease in 
lam crop and greenhouse plants, 
he said, the method that had given 
best results was the development of 
resistant varieties. He concluded his 
interesting talk by showing a number 
of color slides illustrating the effects 
of verticilllium wilt on various tree 
species.
